The Springfield Republican hears, from some source 
which it does not designate, that “‘Navy officers are large- 
ly disposed to condemn the cruise of the battleship fleet as 
a freak performance.” We are therefore impelled to as- 
sure our valued contemporary that it has heard something 
which is not true. To begin with, it is neither the prac- 
tice nor the privilege of Navy officers to condemn a cruise 
or any other naval undertaking prescribed in orders from 
the Commander-in-Chief. In the next place, we venture 
the statement that if all the officers of the Navy were 
officially directed to express their opinion as to the wis- 
dom of the prospective cruise, very nearly all of them 
would unhesitatingly declare it to be a timely and most 
commendable project. That so long a voyage for so large 
a number of warships will involve a certain amount of risk 
need not be denied, but to abandon the cruise on that 
account would be ridiculous. Every naval vessel in com- 
mission embodies within herself an ever-present element 
of risk. Peril is inherent in the very Service itself. 
and can be eliminated only by placing our ships out of 
commission, emptying their magazines and retiring their 
officers and men. The point is urged that the passage of 
the Straits of Magellan is a dangerous one. True enough. 
That is why our seagoing officers should familiarize them- 
selves with it in time of peace in order that they may be 
able to make it safely, if emergencies shall require, in 
time of war. The idea that Navy officers “largely con- 
demn” the cruise is best refuted by the fact that the 
proudest officers in the Service to-day are those detailed 
for a duty with the battleship fleet, and the saddest those 
who have not received such assignments. The mere sug- 
gestion of the cruise has, moreover, greatly stimulated 
recruiting in the Navy. So far as we have heard expres- 
sion of opinion from officers of the Navy, they have been 
in favor of the cruise.

It is evident that the necessity which has compelled the 
government to engage a fleet of foreign vessels to carry 
the coal required by the battleship fleet on its cruise to 
the Pacific will be cited in Congress by the advocates of 
the ship subsidy as an effective argument in support of 
that measure. Apart from its bearing upon our ocean 
commerce, it is perfectly clear that the development of 
our merchant service is of vital importance to American 
naval interests. ‘That it should be necessary to depend 
upon foreign vessels for the coal required for the battle- 
ship fleet on its voyage from the Eastern to the Western 
ocean is not only humiliating to the national pride, 
but such a requirement discloses conditions which in 
time of - war would be extremely perilous. “If the 
government,” says the Nautical Gazette, “would de- 
vise a systematic plan for carrying the United States 
mails to various parts of the world, and offer steam- 
ship companies liberal inducements, on long term con- 
tracts, to operate over these routes, orders for mil- 
lions of dollars worth of ships would be given, creat- 
ing an era of prosperity in the industrial world, which 
would extend to every point in the country. Ten million 
dollars a year spent by the government on a world-trad- 
ing merchant marine would annually bring a hundred 
iillions or more in returns to the United States.”

Capt. George H. Cameron, 4th U.S. Cav., expresses 
the belief that all Cavalry officers of experience are dis- 
gusted with the contract system of supplying remounts, 
and he feels that now is the time to work for a system 
that will give better results. He agrees with Capt. 
Robert D. Walsh, 9th U.S. Cav., in the opinion, ex- 
pressed in the Journal of the Cavalry Association and 
republished in these columns, that horses raised in the 
Northwest are specially adaptable to Cavalry needs, 
and adds: ‘My troop mount in the Northern campaign 
in Luzon was composed of Oregon grays, and on many 





occasions I had more horses for duty than my neighbors. 
An objection to the Oregon horse (particularly noticeable 
in the grays) is that a Percheron strain often gives 
them feet too large for a saddle animal and a second 
(mentioned by Captain Walsh) is that they are prone 
to take on much flesh in the service. I have had an 
excellent opportunity for comparison at Fort Riley. 
The 1st Squadron, 4th Cavalry, in September, 1901, re- 
ceived its mount from Walla Walla, where the animals 
had been gradually collected by Captain Walsh himself. 
The 3d Squadron, 8th Cavalry, was supplied the follow- 
ing spring with Missouri horses. The latter made a 
showier appearance, but the former outlasted them on 
every occasion, on the road and at maneuvers, and to- 
day, after six years’ service, are sound, in good condi- 
tion and represented by a much greater percentage of 
their original number. It is to be noted that purchase 
(either under contract or in open market) of animals at 
a stock market is subject to the danger of procuring 
specially conditioned animals. The Field Artillery with- 
in the past year have received many sleek horses that 
fell off rapidly under ordinary work.” 





The common impression that the typical Russian is a 
stolid and unimazinative sort of person is likely to be 
rudely disturbed by reports which come from St. Peters- 
burg apropos of Secretary Taft’s visit to that city. Ac- 
cording to these reports the Russians are firmly convinced 
that the United States and Japan are about to engage in 
war, and this belief is so positive that many Russian vet- 
erans, both officers and men, are presenting themselves at 
the American Embassy, eager to volunteer for service 
against the Japanese. It is further believed in Russia 
that a Russo-American alliance has been or shortly will 
be negotiated, under which two or three corps of Russian 
troops will be stationed in the Philippines and one corps 
of Americans at Vladivostok. It is also stated that plans 
are being formed to organize several large bodies of Rus- 
sian volunteers to co-operate with the American forces 
and that several Russian officers of high rank, who served 
creditably in the late war, have been engaged to command 
these forces. The American chargé d’ affaires in St. Pe- 
tersburg, Mr. Montgomery Schuyler, jr., is doing his level 
best to persuade the Russian enthusiasts that these re- 
ports are purely fanciful, but his efforts meet with little 
or no success. The Russian imagination has been thor- 
oughly aroused and is bound to have its revel. The sport 
is ridiculous, but it appears to be positively exhilarating 
to the Russians. A much more sensible suggestion in the 
Russian papers is that the visit of Secretary Taft has 
tended to restore the cordiality of the relations between 
Russia and the United States, somewhat disturbed by our 
action during the Russo-Japanese War.

In a recent number of the Neue Militirische Blatter 
a military writer contends that henceforth the colors 
should not be taken into the field, either for active ser- 
vice or in maneuvers, but should be carried only in 
parades or on other ceremonial occasions. He holds that 
it is futile and absurd to bring the colors and their bear- 
ers to the firing line as determined by modern conditions, 
and points out that the early German army rifle regi- 
ments had either no colors at all while skirmishing or 
abandoned their use jin the field. Why, then, he asks, 
should infantry, who nowadays fight in far more ex- 
tended formation than did the original riflemen skirmish- 
ers, still insist on taking their colors into the field? In 
view of this writer’s contention it is interesting to note 
the following extract from the German infantry regu- 
lations for 1905: ‘During the development of the action, 
the color remains with the company nearest to which it 
finds itself, and it accompanies the last section of 
that company into the fighting line, while under all cir- 
cumstances a color party must remain with it.” It is 
said that the practice of sending the colors to the rear 
of an army originated with Marshal Soult toward the 
close of the war in the Peninsula, when by an order 
of July 22, 1813, all cavalry regiments and all infantry 
organizations under a certain strength were directed to 
send their colors to their depots. 





According to the annual report of Charles W. Stewart, 
Superintendent of the Naval War Records, the work in 
his charge has reached what is regarded as the most in- 
teresting period, from the naval point of view, in the Civil 
War. Volumes 23 to 26 inclusive, just finished by the 
compilers, cover the operations of the Union and Confed- 
erate naval forces on the Mississippi and its tributaries, 
and include much valuable historical matter never pub- 
lished until now. The great amount of research required 
in preparing this work has made it impossible to maintain 
the usual rate of publication, but the thoroughness and 
care with which the task has been performed amply com- 
pensate for the delay in the appearance of the volumes. 
Mr. Stewart makes the excellent suggestion that the rec- 
ords of the American Navy in the Revolutionary War, 
the War of 1812, the war with Tripoli, the Mexican War, 
the operations against the West Indian pirates and other 
United States naval operations be collected and arranged 
for publication.

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Whether any change in the working organization of 
the Panama Canal is necessary at this time may be open 
to question, but it seems morally certain that if any 
change is made by the present Congress it will be to en- 
large the powers of the engineer officers of the Army now 
in charge of the work of canal construction. The Chief 





Engineer of the Canal, Lieut. Col. George W. Goethals, 
C.E., U.S.A., and his assistants, Majors David Du B. 
Gaillard and William L. Sibert, both of the Engineer 
Corps of the Army, have so conclusively demonstrated the 
wisdom of transferring the execution of the canal project 
to officers of the Engineer Corps that it has been suggest- 
ed that the government might profitably go a step further 
and place the whole administraion of the canal enter 
prise under the same control. It is said, indeed, that Rep- 
resentative Mann, of Illinois, a member of the House 
Committee on Inter-State and Foreign Commerce, will 
shortly introduce a bill abolishing the present Isthmian 
Canal Commission and transferring all the authority now 
vested in that body to a single individual, an engineer 
officer of the Army, to be appointed by and accountable 
only to the President. That such an arrangement would 
be in the interest both of efficiency end economy admits 
of no doubt whatever. 








In spite of the plain fact that the last year has wit- 
nessed a marked decline of the feeling in the United 
States in favor of granting absolute independence to the 
Philippine Islands, the Boston Anti-Imperialist League 
has met in annual convention and resolved that it “re- 
joices in the general desire of the American people that 
the connection of the Philippines with the United States 
he severed speedily.”” The League also expresses the con- 
fident hope that before its next annual meeting “an offi- 
cial promise of proximate independence to the archipelago 
may be given by joint resolution of the Congress of the 
United States.” The first of the utterances quoted above 
is based upon the grossest ignorance of American public 
sentiment, and the second is inspired by a hope as vain 
as the dream of universal peace. The Anti-Imperialist 
League is the most self-satisfied fly that ever perched on 
the hub of the wheel of destiny and exulted in the dust 
raised by him. 





Apropos of an eloquent if somewhat satirical tribute to 
the glittering and gorgeous “military staffs” of the gov- 
ernors of various states, published in the Richmond 
News-Leader and quoted in the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL of Nov. 16, the foliowing, from an unidentified news- 
paper of New Hampshire, is worth noting: “The Goy- 
ernor of the state of New Hampshire will exhibit to the 
public his choice selection, brand new ready-made col- 
onels. These colonels are to be arrayed in the full pano- 
ply of war, and the gold lace and other insignia of pomp 
are warranted to be absolutely untarnished by use and 
positively free from odor of gunpowder. These harnesses 
are appropriate for the next batch of colonels to be made 
out of raw material as soon as the next Governor is 
elected and can be purchased at half .cost if applied for 
on night of show. It shculd be understood that anyone 
can be made into this kind of colonel without any knowl- 
edge whatever of military matters.” 





Rear Admiral Newton E. Mason, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department, has 
under consideration an experiment suggested by Senator 
Dick for testing the penetration of armor by our 12- 
inch rifle at long range, by firing at armor plates at the 
actual distances in question, instead of simulating the 
conditions by placing the plate a short distance from the 
gun and reducing the velocity to that which the projee- 
tile would actually have at 5,000 yards range, for 
example. The estimated cost of this experiment is $20,- 
000. It is also considered very necessary to continue 
experiments with turrets, mounts, ammunition hoists, 
sights and torpedoes, so as to keep the ordnance of the 
Navy at least up to date, and if possible ahead of that 
of other services. Admiral Mason strongly recommends 
an appropriation of $20,000 for the armor plate ex- 
periments.

It is an interesting fact that every foreign naval expert 
who has spoken at all on the cruise of the American bat- 
tleship fleet from the Atlantic to the Pacific has approved 
the undertaking, either as a matter of naval policy or as 
a course in practical naval training. The latest of these 
utterances comes from Captain Hebbinghaus, Naval At- 
taché to the German Embassy in Washington, who is 
quoted as follows: “In many respects this will be the 
most remarkable cruise ever made by any navy in the 
world. Sending sixteen big battleships on such a distance 
eclipses anything undertaken in modern times—that is, 
since the old days, when sailing ships made trips in great 
numbers. Everything in connection with the cruise has 
been carefully planned, the preparations appear to me.to 
have been made with painstaking thoroughness, and I be- 
lieve that as a result everything will move along smoothly 
until the battleships reach their destination.”

A correspondent informs us that there seems to be very 
encouraging probability of the passage, at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress, of the proposed bill increasing to sixteen 
the number of captains in each regiment of Cavalry and 
Infantry, and providing for the detail of the additional 
captain as “regimental ordnance officer and inspector of 
small arms practice.” The friends of the bill in the Na- 
tional Guard (and that means practically all of. that great 
body) favor the passage of the bill, and many of them 
are working hard to get for it early consideration when 
Congress meets. The measure is so manifestly beneficial 
to both the National Guard and Regular Army that no 
opposition is expected from any quarter, 
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PRESIDENT’S PLEA FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 


In his annual message President Roosevelt devotes con- 
siderable space to the discussion of the affairs of the 
Army and Navy. Concerning the Army he says: 

“Not only there is not now but there never has been 
any other nation in the world so wholly free from the 
evils of militarism as is ours. There never has been any 
ether large nation, not even China, which for so long a 
period has had relatively to its numbers so small a Regu- 
lar Army as has ours. Never at any time in our history 
has this nation suffered from militarism or been in the 
remotest danger of suffering from militarism. Never at 
any time of our history has the Regular Army been of a 
size which caused the slightest appreciable tax upon the 
\ax paying citizens of the nation. Almost always it has 
been too small in size and underpaid. Never in our en- 
tire history has the nation suffered in the least particular 
because too much care has been given to the Army, too 
much prominence given it, too much money spent upon it 
or because it has been too large. But again and again 
we have suffered because enough care has not been given 
to it, because it has beer too small, because there has not 
been sufficient preparation in advance for possible war. 
Every foreign war in which we have engaged has cost us 
many times the amount which, if wisely expended during 
the preceding years of peace on the Regular Army, would 
have insured the war ending in but a fraction of the time 
and but for a fraction of the cost that was actually the 
ease. As a nation we have always been shortsighted in 
providing for the efficiency of the Army in time of peace. 
It is nobody’s especial interest to make such provision 
and no one looks ahead to war at any period, no matter 
how remote, as being a serious possibility, while an im- 
proper economy, or rather niggardliness, can be practiced 
at the expense of the Army with the certainty that those 
practicing it will not be called to account therefor, but 
that the price will be paid by the unfortunate persons who 
happen to be in office when a war does actually come. 

“I think it is only lack of foresight that troubles us, 
not any hostility to the Army. There are, of course, fool- 
ish people who denounce any care of the Army or Navy 
as ‘militarism,’ but I do not think that these people are 
numerous. This country has to contend now, and has had 
to contend in the past, with many evils, and there is am- 
ple scope for all who would work for reform. But there 
is not one evil that now exists, or that ever has existed in 
this country, which is, or ever has been, owing in the 
smallest part to militarism. Declamation against mili- 
tarism has no more serious place in an earnest and intelli- 
gent movement for righteousness in this country than dec- 
lamation against the worship of Baal or Astaroth. It is 
declamation against a non-existent evil, one which never 
has existed in this country, and which has not the slight- 
est chance of appearing here.” The President further 
says: 

The evils we have to fight are those in connection with indus- 
trialism, not militarism. Industry is always necessary, just as 
war is sometimes necessary. Each has its price, and industry 
in the United States now exacts, and has always exacted, a far 
heavier toll of death than all our wars put together. : For the 
entire country it is safe to say that the deaths due to industrial 
accidents aggregate in the neighborhood of 20,000 a year. Such 
a record makes the death rate in all our foreign wars utterly 
trivial by comparison. The number of deaths in battle in all 
the foreign wars put together for the last century and a quarter 
aggregate considerably less than one year’s death record for our 
industries. A mere glance at these figures is sufficient to show 
the absurdity of the outcry against militarism. 

But again and again in the past our little Regular Army has 
rendered service literally vital to the country, and it may at any 
time have to do so in the future. Its standard of efficiency and 
instruction is higher now than ever in the past. But it is too 
small, There are not enough officers, and it is impossible to se- 
cure enough enlisted men. We should maintain in peace a fair- 
ly complete skeleton of a large army. A great and long contin- 
ued war would have to be fought by volunteers. But months 
would pass before any large body of efficient volunteers could be 
put in the field, and our Regular Army should be large enough 
to meet any immediate need. In particular it is essential that we 
should possess a number of extra officers trained in peace to 
perform efficiently the duties urgently required upon the break- 
ing out of war. 

The Medical Corps should be much larger than the needs of 
our Regular Army in war. Yet at present it is smaller than the 
needs of the Service demand even in peace. The trouble in the 
Spanish war was not with the then existing officials of the War 
Department; it was with the representatives of the people as a 
whole, who for the preceding thirty years had declined to make 
the necessary provision for the Army. Unless ample provision 
is now made by Congress to put the Medical Corps where it 
should be put, disaster in the next war is inevitable, and the 
respensibility will not lie with those then in charge of the War 
Department, but with those who now decline to make the neces- 
sary provision. A bill has long been pending before the Con- 
gress for the reorganization of the Medical Corps; its passage is 
urgently needed. 

But the Medical Department is not the only department for 
which increased provision should be made. The rate of pay for 
the officers should be greatly increased; there is no higher type 
of citizen than the American Regular officer, and he should have 
a fair reward for his admirable work. ‘There should be a rela- 
tively even greater increase in the pay for the enlisted men. In 
especial provision should be made for establishing grades equiva- 
lent to those of warrant officers in the Navy which should be 
open to the enlisted men who serve sufficiently long and who do 
their work well. Inducements should be offered sufficient to 
encourage really good men to make the Army a life occupation. 

The prime need of our present Army is to secure and retain 
competent non-commissioned officers. This difficulty rests funda- 
mentally on the question of pay. The non-commissioned officer 
does not correspond with an unskilled laborer; he corresponds 
to the best type of skilled workman or to the subordinate official 
in civil institutions. Wages have greatly increased in outside 
occupations in the last forty years and the pay of the soldier, 
like the pay of the officers, should be proportionately increased. 
The first sergeant of a company, if a good man, must be one of 
such executive and administrative ability, and such knowledge 
of his trade, as to be worth far more than we at present pay him. 
The same is true of the regimental sergeant major. These men 
should be men who had fully resolved to make the Army a life 
occupation and they should be able to look forward to ample re- 
ward; while only men properly qualified should be given a 
chance to secure these final rewards. The increase over the 
present pay need not be great in the lower grades for the first 
one or two enlistments, but the increase should be marked for 
the non-commissioned officers of the upper grades who serve 
long enough to make it evident that they intend to stay perma- 
nently in the Army, while additional pay should be given for 
high qualifications in target practice. The position of warrant 
officer should be established, and there should be not only an 
increase of pay, but an increase of privileges and allowances 


and dignity, so as to make the grade open to non-commissioned 
officers capable of filling them desirably from every standpoint. 

The rate of desertion in our Army now in time of peace is 
alarming. The deserter should be treated by public opinion as 
aman guilty of the greatest crime; while on the other hand the 
man who serves steadily in the Army should be treated as what 
he is, that is, as pre-eminently one of the best citizens of this 
republic. After twelve years’ service in the Army my own be- 
lief is that the man should be given a preference according to 
his ability for certain types of office over all civilian applicants 
without examination. This should also apply, of course, to the 
men who have served twelve years in the Navy. A special 
corps should be provided to do the manual labor now neces- 
sarily demanded of the privates themselves. 

Among the officers there should be severe examinations to 
weed out the unfit up to the grade of major. From that posi- 
tion on appointments should be solely by election and it should 
be understood that a man of merely average capacity could never 
get beyond the position of major, while every man who serves in 
any grade a certain length of time prior to promotion to the 
next grade without getting the promotion to the next grade 
should be forthwith retired. 

The practice marches and field maneuvers of the last two or 
three years have been invaluable to the Army. They should 
be continued and extended. A rigid and not a perfunctory ex- 
amination of physical capacity has been provided for the higher 
grade officers. This will work well. Unless an officer has a 
good physique, unless he can stand hardship, ride well and walk 
fairly he is not fit for any position, even after he has become 
a colonel. Before he has become a colonel the need for physical 
fitness in the officer is almost as great as in the enlisted man. 
I hope speedily to see introduced into the Army a far more 
rigid and thoroughgoing test of horsemanship for all field officers 
than at present. There should be a Chief of Cavalry just as 
there is a Chief of Artillery. 

Perhaps the most important of all legislation needed for the 
benefit of the Army is a law to equalize and increase the pay 
of officers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Revenue Cutter Service. Such a bill has been prepared, 
which it is hoped will meet with your favorable consideration. 
The next most essential measure is to authorize a number of 
extra officers as mentioned above. To make the Army more at- 
tractive to enlisted men, it is absolutely essential to create a 
service corps, such as exists in nearly every modern army in 
the world. There are a number of other lawss necessery to s9 
organize the Army as to promote its efficieny and facilitate its 
rapid expansion in time of war, but the above are the most 
important. 


THE NAVY. 

Referring to the failure of The Hague Conference to 
take any action on the subject of disarmament, the Presi- 
dent says: 

It is evident that it is folly for this nation to base any hope 
of securing peace on any international agreement as to the limi- 
tation of armaments. Such being the fact, it would be most 
unwise for us to stop the upbuilding of our Navy. To build one 
battleship of the best and most advanced type a year would 
barely keep our fleet up to its present force. This is not enough. 
In my judgment we should this year provide for four battle- 
ships. But it is idle to build battleships unless in addition to 
previding the men and the means for thorough training we p1o- 
vide the auxiliaries for them, unless we provide docks, the coal- 
ing stations, the colliers and supply ships that they need. We 
are extremely deficient in coaling stations and docks on the Pa- 
cific, and this deficiency should not longer be permitted to exist. 
Plenty of torpedoboats and destroyers should be built. Both on 
the Atlantic and Pacific coast fortifications of the best type 
should be provided for all our greatest harbors. 

We need always to remember that in war, for defense against 
a hostile fleet which actually attacks them, the coast cities must 
depend upen their forts, mines, torpedoes, submarines and tor- 
pedoboats and destroyers. The ships must be kept together and 
their ebjective made the enemies’ fleet. If fortifications are suffi- 
ciently strong no medern navy will venture to attack them so 
long as the foe has in existence a hostile navy of anything like 
the same size or efiiciency. But unless there exists such a navy 
then the fertirications are powerless by themselves to secure 
the victory. : 

Until our battle fleet is much larger than at present it should 
never be split into detachments so far apart that they could not 
in event of emergency be speedily united. Our coast line is on 
the Pacific just as much as on the Atlantic. The bettle fleet 
should now and then be moved to the Pacific, just as at other 
times it should be kept in the Atlantic. When the Isthmian 
Canal is built the transit of the battle fleet from one ocean to 
the other will be comparatively easy. Until it is built I earn- 
estly hope that the battle fleet will be thus shifted between the 
two oceans every year or two. 

The marksmanship on all our ships has improved phenome- 
nally during. the last five years. Until within the last two or 
three years it was not possible to train a battle fleet in squadron 
maneuvers under service conditions, and it is only during these 
last two or three years that the training under these condi- 
tions has become really effective. Another and most necessary 
stride in advance is now being taken. The battle fleet is about 
starting by the Straits of Magellan to visit the Pacific coast. 
This trip to the Pacific will show what some of our needs are 
and will enable us to provide for them. The proper place for 
an officer to learn his duty is at sea, and the only way in which 
a navy can ever be made efficient is by practice at sea, under 
all the conditions which would have to be met if war existed. 

I bespeak the most liberal treatment for the officers and en- 
listed men of the Navy. It is true of them, as likewise of the 
officers and enlisted men of the Army, that they form a body 
whose interests should be close to the heart of every good Ameri- 
can. In return the most rigid performance of duty should be 
exacted from them. The reward should be ample when they 
do their best; and nothing less than their best should be tol- 
erated. It is idle to hope for the best results when the men in 
the senior grades come to those grades late in life and serve too 
short a time in them. Up to the rank of lieutenant commander 
promotion in the Navy should be as now, by seniority, subject, 
however, to such rigid tests as would eliminate the unfit. After 
the grade of lieutenant commander, that is, when we come to 
the grade of command rank, the unfit should be eliminated in 
such manner that only the conspicuously fit would remain, and 
sea service should be a principal test of fitness. Those who 
are passed by should, after a certain length of service in their 
respective grades, be retired. Of a given number of men it may 
well be that almost all would make good lieutenants and most of 
them good lieutenant commanders, while only a minority . will 
be fit to be captains, and but three or four to be admirals. 
Those who object to promotion otherwise than by mere seniority 
should reflect upon the elementary fact that no business in 
private life could be successfully managed if those who enter 
at the lowest rungs of the ladder should each in turn, if he 
lived, become the head of the firm, its active director and retire 
after he had held the position a few months. On its face such 
a scheme is an absurdity. Chances for improper favoritism 
can be minimized by a properly formed board; such as the board 
of last June, which did such conscientious and excellent work 
in elimination. 

Upon this subject the Secretary of the Navy has submitted 
details and definite recommendations which have received my 
approval, and which if enacted into law will accomplish what is 
immediately necessary, and will, as compared with existing law, 
make a saving of more than five millions of dollars during the 
next seven years. The Navy Personnel Act of 1899 has accom- 
plished all that was expected of it in providing satisfactory 
periods of service in the several subordinate grades, from the 
grade of ensign to the grade of lieutenant commander, but the 
law is inadequate in the upper grades and will continue to be 
inadequate on account of the expansion of the personnel since its 
enactment. 

As stated in my special message to the last Congress: “I 
am firmly of the opinion that unless the present condition of the 
higher commissioned personnel is rectified by judicious legisla- 
tion the future of our Navy will be gravely compromised.” It is 
also urgently necessary to increase the efficiency of the Medical 
Corps of the Navy. Special legislation to this end has already 
been proposed, and I trust it may be enacted without delay. 
The United States Navy is the best guarantee the nation has that 
its honor and interest will not be neglected; and in addition it 





offers by far the best insurance for peace that can by human 
ingenuity be devised. 

The President calls attention to the report of the last 
board of visitors to the Naval Academy on the subject of 
the course of study there, and states that the results of 
the changes made in the recommendation of the Wain- 
right board appointed to consider the matter will be, he is 
confident, ‘most beneficial to the Academy, to the mid- 
shipmen and to the Navy.” 


REPORT OF SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 


We published last week the shipbuilding program for 
the next fiscal year recommended by the Secretary of 
the Navy in his report for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1907. The report of the Secretary is, as a whole, one 
of the most important issued by the Department in 
many years, and will command widespread attention. 

Secretary Metcalf’s statement as to the fleet cruise 
to the Pacific is particularly timely. He explains that 
during the stay of the Atlantic Fleet at Jamestown a 
plan long under consideration was made public to send 
the fleet on a voyage to the Pacific as a substitute for 
the comparatively short cruising and the harbor work 
which the fleet has engaged in for the winter season of 
the past six or more years. Shortage of officers and 
men made it necessary some time ago to discontinue all 
trainingship cruises; so that recruits now pass, to gen- 
eral service with only a few months’ training, all given 
on shore. Mobility and expert gunnery are the essential 
qualities of an efficient naval force. Neither can be 
developed at the expense of the other without impairing 
the efficiency of the whole. Of late, devotion to gunnery 
has somewhat disturbed the balance, but the Pacific 
cruise will restore this. 

With regard to the formation of all naval forces in 
Pacific and Asiatic waters into one command, known as 
the Pacific Fleet, early in the present year, it is pointed 
out that this is an important step for strategic reasons, 
since all operations in the Pacific as well as in the At- 
lantic should have one general direction and control. No 
proper development of naval efficiency could proceed 
without it, and it is important also as serving directly 
to bring about a general appreciation of the fact that 
geographical limits, such as our squadrons hitherto have 
had, were opposed to the idea of perfect mobility. By 
adhering to the plan of frequent interchange of squad- 
rons or divisions, with frequent resort to large concen- 
trations of all, or nearly all, of one general command, 
in both Pacific and Atlantic, we may hope for the same 
gratifying results in tactics that wholesome competition 
has won for gunnery. In passing it should be noted 
that the Pacific Fleet is homogeneous in the composition 
of its divisions, although of lighter and smaller vessels 
than in the Atlantic. 

Noting that the statutes establishing the returns office 
(Sections 512 to 515 and Sections 3744, 3745, R.S.), 
provide that papers on file there may be examined by 
“any person” desiring to do so and that copies thereof 
shall be furnished upon payment of certain fees, Secre- 
tary Metcalf remarks that an act should be passed mak- 
ing data of a confidential nature such as the plans and 
specifications accompanying the contracts for the con- 
struction. of naval vessels, subject to the proviso that 
“the head of any department may refuse and omit to 
comply with any call for information or papers when, 
in his opinion, such compliance would be injurious to the 
public interest.” 

It is stated that the provision of the Act of Congress 
approved March 2, 1907, stipulating that not more than 
one battleship and one torpedoboat destroyer or two 
torpedoboat destroyers shall be built by one contracting 
party, has in a single transaction cost the Government 
as much as $500,000, and the Secretary expresses the 
opinion that, in the interest of economy, it should be 
modified. 

Attention is invited to the continued marked improve- 
ment of the enlisted personnel of the Navy, both as re- 
gards the general intelligence of the individual and his 
attention to duty. This improvement is credited largely 
to the earnest work of the recruiting service and to the 
fact that enlistments show an increasing proportion 
from the rural sections of the country. While the num- 
ber received during the last fiscal year was satisfactory, 
the present fiscal year is expected to surpass all former 
years. There were enlisted from July 1 to Nov. 1, 1907, 
6,696, as against 4,156 for the first four months of the 
preceding fiscal year. The enlisted men in service Nov. 
1, 1907, numbered 34,848. The applicants for enlistment 
during the fiscal year 1907 numbered 45,691, of whom 
14,329 were accepted. 

Secretary Metcalf earnestly protests against the pro- 
visions of existing law which stipulate that deserters 
“shall be forever incapable of holding any office of trust 
or profit under the United States or exercising any rights 
of citizenship thereof.” These provisions, the Secretary 
contends, do not discriminate sufficiently between the 
punishment that should approvriately be awarded to 
different classes of offenders. Desertion in time of war 
is one thing; desertion committed by a youngster, not 
twenty-one, in time of peace, should be considered a 
different offense. In a majority of instances—particular- 
ly, with respect to persons American-born and minors— 
those convicted are not deserving of such extreme punish- 
ment. The effect of the present law is to create a con- 
siderable class, consisting chiefly of native-born Ameri- 
eans, who are not citizens and who cannot become citi- 
zens. That this condition should have been suffered to 
continue for a period of nearly half a century is as- 
tonishing. Secretary Metcalf quotes with approval the 
opinion of Colonel Winthrop in his ‘Military Law,” that 
in a normal condition of peace the retention of the 
statute imposing a political punishment for desertion is 
“incongruous and unnecessary.” 

As to the citizenship of enlisted men, the Secretary is 
of the opinion that the existing statutes should be so 
modified as to provide that honorable service during one 





full term of enlistment should be all that is necessary 


to entitle an alien to citizenship in the country he has 
thus faithfully served. 

Citing a case in which a Missouri court recently re- 
leased on habeas corpus a deserter from the Navy on 
the ground that he was not subject to the law regarding 
the arrest of deserters from the “military service,” the 
Secretary recommends that the statute be so enlarged as 
to make it applicable to deserters from the naval as 
well as those from the military service. 

Secretary Metcalf reviews the reports of the chiefs of 
the various bureaus of the Department, which have al- 
ready been summarized in these columns. Noting a 
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recommendation by Admiral Dewey, president of the 
Navx General Board, that any new dock at the New 
York Navy Yard should have facilities to accommodate 
ships of 20,000 tons, the Secretary says: “In these 
views 1 fully concur. I have recently personally in- 
spected the docking facilities at New York, and found 
-dry docks Nos. 2 and 3 in an unsatisfactory condition. 
Large cracks were observed in No. 2, and No. 3, the 
wooden dry dock, is not considered safe. Nothing can 
be done, however, with these docks until No. 4 is com- 
pleted, as they are in the meantime in constant use.” 

Speaking in commendation of the patriotic custom of 
presenting services of silver and other valuable gifts to 
warships by the people of the states or cities after 
which such vessels are named, it is suggested that the 
matter should be covered by a provision of law authoriz- 
ing the Secretary to accept such gifts and to care for 
and dispose of them as property of the United States. 
«Gifts have been presented to sixty-eight ships of the 
Navy, their aggregate value amounting to $248,136.38. 

Sectetary Metcalf cordially concurs with those of his 
predecessors who have urged the creation of the grade 
of vice-admiral in the Navy. He holds that a navy that 
-can send to sea a fleet of sixteen battleships and which 
has one officer of the supreme rank of admiral should 
have at least two officers of the next lower grade, that 
of vice-admiral, as an essential to a complete equipment. 

As to the suggestion that seagoing officers do not have 
enough to say in the construction of vessels of the Navy, 
the Secretary calls attention to the fact that on June 20, 
1907, by G.O. No. 49, a formal invitation was addressed 
to all officers of the Service, asking for suggestions to 
promote efficiency; and the assurance was given that 
such suggestions would receive consideration, and that, 
if they were recommended for adoption, an entry to that 
effect would be noted on the record of the officer who 
made them. The only limitations placed upon this in- 
vitation were, first, that the criticism should concern 
methods and not persons; and, secondly, that they should 
be accompanied in all cases by a well-digested scheme of 
improvement. To sift the wheat from the chaff a re- 
sponsible court of reference was required. So far as 
concerns all matters relating to the design of ships, their 
armament, armor protection, motive power, equipage, 
ete., the Department has, in the board on construction, a 
logically constituted ‘‘board on design.’”” The Depart- 
ment relies with confidence upon the determinations of 
this highly competent board for the final arbitrament of 
technical questions relating to the matériel of the Navy. 

Secretary Metcalf awards special praise to the corps 
of naval constructors, remarking that he knows of no 
body of men better equipped by thorough preliminary 
training fer the duties devolving upon them. The Sec- 
retary adds: ‘“Peculiarly fitted as our ship designers are 
for the work they have in hand, we have, nevertheless, 
in the past made some mistakes; but these, when dis- 
covered, have been promptly rectified. Such is the his- 
tory of naval construction under foreign governments as 
well as our own. We have no monopoly of errors in 
warship designs. The Chief Constructor’s recommenda- 
tion that not less than two officers of the construction 
corps accompany the battleship fleet and the torpedo- 
boat flotilla on their voyage from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific coast is approved. ‘The officers so detailed will 
be in a position to obtain and transmit to the Depart- 
ment, for the information of the technical bureaus con- 
cerned, valuable professional data with respect to the 
performance of the various types of ships composing 
the fleet, under actual service, seagoing conditions, in- 
eluding target practice. 

With regard to the suggested improvement of the 
Mare Istand Navy Yard, Secretary Metcalf recommends 
that the President be authorized to appoint a commis- 
sion, consisting of one officer of the Engineer Corps of 
the Army, one officer of the Civil Engineer Corps of 
the Navy, and one civil engineer of acknowledged repu- 
tation in harbor work from civil life to investigate and 
report upon the probable effect on the navy yard water 
front of diverting the Napa river into San Pablo Bay 
by means of a dam across the river and a canal across 
the marsh land separating Napa river from San Pablo 


ay. 

In conclusion, Secretary Metcalf expresses his appre- 
ciation of the valuable services rendered by Assistant 
Secretary Newberry, by the varieus bureau chiefs and 
the Navy General Board. 





ENGINEERING INSTRUCTION IN THE NAVY. 

Engineer-in-Chief Charles W. Rae, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering of the Navy Depart- 
ment, includes in his annual report a summary of a 
report en the instruction of young line officers in en- 
gineering which he has submitted to the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation. In this report the necessity of 
officers specializing in engineering is briefly discussed 
and mention made of the success which has attended the 
performance by officers of the line of all engineering 
duty on board ships in commission. ‘The report says 
further: 


This duty on board ships in commission is primarily the 
eare and manipulation of machinery, for which the eminently 
practical education in engineering obtained at the Naval Acad- 
emy is a most fitting prelude, and reports received from com- 
manding officers bear witness to the success of this plan of 
having engineering duties performed by officers of the line. 

That certain officers should be given further instruction in 
engineering—in other words, should specialize in engineering 
—requires no argument, as the nature of the duties demanded 
of them makes plain the necessity. These duties, other than 
those on board ship, are: Heads of departments of steam en- 
gineering at the various navy yards and stations, inspectors 
of machinery at private building plants, inspectors of material 
at the numerous manufacturing establishments engaged in 
work for the Government, the designing of machinery at the 
Burean, and the inspection of detail designs submitted by 
contractors, in order to make sure that the requirements of 
the specifications are complied with in every particular. For 
these positions an officer must be thoroughly conversant with 
the profession of engineering, as upon his judgment depends 
the success of the machinery installation of our ships, as well 
as the economical expenditure of large sums of money. 

Briefly stated, a head of department of steam engineering at 

a@ navy yard is the technical adviser of the commandant, and 
his knowledge of the profession must be such as to inspire 
confidence in his judgment. He should also be better in- 
formed than his subordinates, as a head of department in the 
hands of his foreman is worse than useless. 
_ An inspector of machinery must follow closely the construc- 
tion of each separate part, must be able instantly to detect 
any defective or careless work and call the attention of the 
contractors to it, must see that the specifications are followed, 
and in the installation of the finished parts must see that 
nothing is slighted, and that all the requirements of the de- 
sign are met. 

An inspector of material must have a thorough knowledge 
ef all that his title implies and must be keen to detect the 


slightest variation from approved methods of manufacture, 
with which he must be thoroughly conversant. 

The designer of machinery must not only be familiar with 
all the elements of machine design, with current and best prac- 
tice, but must have that intimate knowledge of the needs of 
arrangement and installation which can be obtained only by 
association with the finished product at sea. It is for this 
reason that the most successful designers of marine machinery 
are found among those engineers who have had sea experience, 
who have stood a watch in the engineer department of a vessel 
in commission, and who have had their existence made miser- 
able by the faulty and academic design of an engineer who 
has not had experience at sea. On this account the Bureau 
has always opposed the separation of the designing and of the 
operating engineer, and it believes that the result of its policy 
has been attested by the success of its designs. Even where 
the details of the design are left with the builders the Bureau 
keeps a rigid watch over them by a critical inspection of the 
details submitted before work is begun, this inspection not in- 
frequently resulting in important modifications and in some 
cases to absolute disapproval of certain details. 

That this work may be done and done properly officers with a 
natural bent for engineering should be encouraged to ‘ ‘specialize 
in engineering,’’ and should be given the instruction necessary 
for them to attain that end. With this purpose in view and 
after careful consideration of the subject, the Department, in 
1904, approved the joint report of the Chiefs of the Bureaus 
of Navigation, Steam Engineering and Ordnance, which pro- 
vided, among other things, that a certain number of young 
line officers should annually be detailed for instruction in en- 
gineering. Accordingly, a class was organized in the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering under the immediate direction of an 
officer of marked ability in engineering, and the results thus 
far secured have been so satisfactory as to reflect great credit 
upon the organization of the class as well as upon the officers 
composing it. Unfortunately, the number assigned to this im- 
portant work has never been large enough to meet the de- 
mands of the Service, and during the past year it was far be- 
low the number that should have been detailed. But it is 
upon this body of officers that the Department must look for 
the proper performance of the important duties enumerated in 
the preceding paragraphs, and as it is of the greatest impor- 
tance that the Government should have among its officers a 
large number of specialists in engineering, just as it has its 
specialists in ordnance and torpedoes, it is earnestly recom- 
mended that this method of instruction be not only continued, 
but that the number of officers detailed for instruction be ma- 
terially increased. 

Engineering knowledge is a necessity for the modern naval 
officer, and the Navy must have engineers, no matter what 
they are called. To interrupt the present method of obtain- 
ing them would be, in the judgment of this Bureau, a retro- 
gade movement and one to be deplored. 


GENERAL OPERATIONS OF THE BUREAU. 

The Chief of Bureau points out that the Act of Con- 
gress appropriating for battleship No. 29 required that 
the plans for that vessel should be submitted to Con- 
gress before the contract for the ship was awarded by 


the Secretary of the Navy. This condition made the de- 
sign virtually a competitive one, and the Bureau pre- 
pared complete plans and specifications of the machinery 
for two vessels of different size and power, with recipro- 
cating engines, and two alternative plans with turbine 
engines. The Department’s design for battleship No. 
28 having been approved, and Congress having appro- 
priated for a sister vessel, No. 29, plans and specifica: 
tions were prepared in the Bureau for the machinery and 
boilers of the above vessels, with reciprocating engines, 
and with turbines, the boilers being fitted to burn either 
coal, or fuel oil, or both. 

Plans and specifications have been prepared and esti- 
mates made for the five torpedoboat destroyers, Nos. 17 
to 21, appropriated for in the last two sessions of Con- 
gress. For the machinery and boilers of these vessels, 
the Bureau prepared two complete sets of plans, one 
with reciprocating engines and one with turbines. 

The work of designing new machinery for the 28-foot, 
33-foot, and 40-foot steam cutters has been in progress, 
and the drawings will be completed within a short time. 
The adoption, by the Department, of these as the stan- 
dard cutters for the Navy, with increased horsepower in 
each case has necessitated redesigning the entire ma- 
chinery; it is expected, however, that much improved 
and more efficient installations will be the result. 

Plans have been prepared and estimates made for 
new boiler installations on the Nashville, Nicholson, 
O’Brien and Rodgers, and for installing new boilers on 
the Celtic and the tug Mohawk. In addition, the Bureau 
is making tentative designs for launch boilers, for forced 
ne for marine engines, and for the use of oil 
uel. 

The Chief of Bureau considers that the success of the 
designs made is largely due to the rigid inspection and 
to the enforcement of the requirements of the plans and 
specifications. The examination of the working draw- 
ings of the machinery of vessels under construction and 
undergoing repairs entails a vast amount of work upon 
the limited force allowed. When it is considered that 
within the past year nearly 3,000 plans have been care- 
fully examined to see that the designs shown were in 
strict accord with the contract plans and specifications, 
an idea may be formed of the importance of this branch 
of the Bureau’s work. 

Within the past year the actual machinery weights 
have been tabulated and the centers of gravity computed 
in detail for fifteen naval vessels, and the estimated 
weights and centers of gravity computed for six new 
vessels; much work has also been done in tabulating re- 
sults for use in estimating weights of machinery for 
proposed vessels, in working out and tabulating stan- 
dards, in preparing curves of speed, power, steam con- 
sumption, etc., and in tabulating data. The importance 
of this branch of work is attested by the frequent re- 
quests from schools and colleges for such information, 
which requests the Bureau is inclined to consider favor- 
ably when not contrary to the interests of the Govern- 
ment, 

The work on the three scout cruisers now building, 
two fitted with steam turbines and one with reciprocat- 
ing engines, is progressing favorably, and it is hoped 
that in its next annual report, as-a result of the com- 
petitive trials of these three vessels, the Bureau may be 
able to make definite recommendations on the use of tur- 
bines for naval vessels. 

Speaking of the Engineering Experiment Station at 
Annapolis, the Chief of Bureau states that an interest- 
ing piece of apparatus added to the equipment is a 
CO? recording instrument, much used in recent years in 
power houses, manufacturing establishments, etc.,. to 
check the work of firemen. It is comparatively easy to 
operate and is to be tested for the accuracy and uni- 
formity of its results. If satisfactory in these respects, 
it will be of great value in testing the qualifications of 
eoal passers and firemen for promotion, an instrument 
being installed at each navy yard in connection with any 
boiler. The firemen from the ships at the yard can 
then make their own record under the supervision of a 
warrant officer. As a first step toward finding a simple 
and reliable means of testing coal for naval purposes at 
the yards and for the fleet on foreign stations, a calori- 
meter has been purchased which is almost as accurate as 


the well-known “bomb” coal calorimeter, and, at the 
same time, of simpler construction and more easily 
operated. The necessity for testing coal before purchase 
is so obvious as to hardly admit cf argument. The dif- 
ficulty in the way at present is to find a method that 
can be carried out in practice by officers of the ships and 
at coal depots. 





REPORT OF BUREAU OF EQUIPMENT, U.S.N. 


Rear Admiral William S. Cowles, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Equipment of the Navy Department, in his 
annual report submits the following estimates for the 
Bureau for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1909: Equip- 
ment of vessels, $4,250,000, as against $3,250,000 last 
year; chain making machines, $100,000; equipment ma- 
chinery plants, $150,000; coal and transportation, $5,- 
000,000, as against $4,150,000 last year; contingent, 
$15,000; ocean and lake surveys, $75,000; depots for 
coal, $600,000 ; increase of Navy, equipment, $400,000, as 
against $500,000 last year; civil establishment, $46,978, 
as against $38,028 last year; salaries, $37,320, as against 
$26,040 last year. 

During the year the Bureau purchased 598,011 tons of 
coal, which, including transportation, cost an average of 
$4.28 per ton. Of this amount 532,586 was domestic 
coal, costing an average of $4.097 per ton, the foreign 
coal, 65,425 tons, purchased by ships abroad, costing an 
average of $7.256 per ton. ‘The cost both of domestic and 
foreign coal was higher than in the year preceding. A, 
total of 521,990,636 tons of coal was used on ships of the 
Navy, the same being consumed in the following propor- 
tions for the purposes named: 64.51 per cent for steam- 
ing, 3.07 per cent. for galleys, 2.73 per cent. for steam 
launches, 8.21 per cent. for distilling, 12.6 per cent. for 
electric lighting and power, 8.88 per cent. for heating, 
flushing, etc. During the year contracts were made for 
the transportation of 279,033 tons of coal to the various 
navy yards and naval stations at a total cost, for coal, 
of $1,187,414.36 ; 107,740 tons were also shipped to these 
stations and the Atlantic Fleet by ‘Navy colliers, costing, 
for coal, $296,635.97. The above figures do not include 
one cargo of 1,616 tons, shipped from Lamberts Point to 
Puget Sound per American bark Prussia, which vessel 
was lost at sea with her entire cargo and part of her crew. 
Contracts were made for the shipment of 129,136 tons of 
coal to Cavite at a cost for transportation of $588,664.05, 
an average of $4.548 per ton, which, together with the 
average cost of coal at tidewater, made the average cost 
of coal delivered at Cavite $7.408 per ton. All to be 
shipped in foreign vessels. Contracts were also made for 
the shipment of 50,008 tons to the navy yard, Mare 
Island, at a cost for transportation of $319,488.50, or an 
average of $6.388 per ton. Of this 28,308 tons were by 
American ships at a cost of $184,948.50, an average of 
$6.533, and 21,700 tons by foreign steamers (chartered 
by authority), costing for transportation $134,540, an 
average of $6.20 per ton. Contracts were also made for 
shipment of 20,307 tons to the navy yard, Puget Sound, 
at a cost for transportation of $126,918.75, an average of 
$6.25 per ton. All of this was. by foreign vessels char- 
tered by authority. The Bureau has effected arrange- 
ments with American agents of coal dealers in eighty-five 
foreign ports to supply ships of the Navy with coal. 

The coal depots and coaling plants under the super- 
vision of the Bureau, together with their capacities, are 
as follows: .Frenchman Bay, Me., 10, tons; naval 
station, Portsmouth, N.H., 10,000 tons; naval station, 
Boston, Mass., 12,800 tons; Narragansett Bay, 40,000 
tons; naval station, New London, Conn., 11,300 tons; 
naval station, New York, 9,000 tons; naval station, 
League Island, Pa., 15,000 tons; naval station, Washing- 
ton, D.C., 3,000 tons; naval station, Key West, Fla., 
15,000 tons; naval station, New Orleans, 5,000 tons; 
Sitka, Alaska, 5,000 tons; naval station, Puget Sound, 


22,900 tons; naval station, Mare Island, California, 
20,000 tons; naval station Culebra, W.I., 5,000 tons; 
naval station, Hawaii, 30,000 tons; naval station, 


Tutuila, Samoa, 5,000 tons; naval station, Island of 
Guam, 3,000 tons; naval station, Cavite, P.I., 7,2 
tons; Olongapo, P.I., 10,600 tons. _The necessity for mod- 
ern naval coal depots of large capacity, economically ad- 
ministered, becomes more evident each year. The experi- 
ence of the bureau shows that in order to get the best coal 
for the Navy it must be purchased when it is available. 
The price of handling coal at depots where modern ma- 
chinery is not installed is from 30 to 60 cents a ton each 
way, whereas at a depot like Bradford coal can be han- 
dled into storage for about six cents a ton, with eight 
or ten cents a ton additional for trimming, and out of 
storage for five and one-half cents. 

Admiral Cowles points out that the expenditures for 
“coal and transportation” during the present fiscal year, 
1908, have been increased by the necessity for transport- 
ing large quantities of coal great distances to meet the 
exigencies due to the movement of the entire fleet of the 
United States to the waters of the Pacific. To recapitu- 
late in brief the reasons for increase in cost of purchas- 
ing, transporting, and handling coal for the United States 
Navy since 1902, and for requiring an increased appro- 
priation under “coal and transportation” for the fiscal 
year, 1909: (a) Increase in the number of purposes to 
which the appropriation is applied. (b) Increase in the 
number of ships in commission. (c) increase in size of 
ships and consequent coal consumption. (d) Increase in 
first cost of coal at tide water. (e) Increase in freight 
rates due to diminution of American shipping, which de- 
stroys competition. (f) Increase in freight rates due to 
transporting coal to greater distances than heretofore, be- 
cause of the fleet going farther abroad. 

During the year there were purchased and distilled 
115,404,720 gallons of water at an average cost of forty- 
five and seven-tenths cents per 1,000 gallons. The sum of 
$49.183.20 was spent for pilotage for ships of war, $4,- 
242.77 for towage and $45,545.12 for canal tolls. The 
sum of $499,800.10 was spent for alterations, additions, 
and repairs to vessels and for the manufacture of elec- 
trical supplies. It is recommended that junior officers be 
detained as assistant inspectors at private shipyards, and 
that gunners be detailed as assistants in connection with 
the installation of electric plants. 

The steam turbine having proved suitable for driving 
marine dynamos, turbo-generators are ordered for the new 
hattleships, the largest unit contemplated so far being 300 
kilowats. The Bureau is co-operating with the Bureau of 
Ordnance in perfecting the fire-control installation of the 
fleets. Sample gold-plated metallic searchlight mirrors 
have been purchased from France and are under test, 
with a view to determining their relative merits with the 
silver-plated glass mirror in normal and hazy or foggy 
weather. Electric heating and cooking devices are to be 
investigated, and it is believed that they may he used in 
a limited way to advantage on board ship. Electrically 
driven dish-washing, meat-chopping, dough-mixing, and 
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potato-peeling machines have been installed or are being 
installed on all the larger vessels. ¢ % 
Duriug the year experiments were made with wireless 
direction finders, and these will be continued during the 
coming year. Arrangements have been made for testing 
wireless telephones for use in connection with the work 
of the fleet, though even if successful, as is expected, the 
wireless telephone will not replace the telegraph, but will 
rather be used in conjunction with it. Changes in ap- 
paratus have been made in many stations, both on shore 
and on board ship. The state of the art is such that con- 
stant attention must be paid to wireless apparatus in or- 
der to keep pace with current development and maintain 
the stations in the highest state of efficiency. From fig- 
ures presented, it appears that, excluding installations on 
foreign vessels, the United States has in operation more 
than half of al] the wireless telegraph installations in the 


world. Seventy-three American naval vessels are thus 
equipped. Figures as to foreign naval ships are not 
available.

NAVY SMALL ARMS SHOOTING. 


An interesting report on small arms practice in the 
Navy has been made public by that department. It is 
shown that during the season of 1907 remarkable progress 
was made. The average of points per man was practically 
double that of last year and the percentage attaining high 
classification has advanced enormously. The interest 
taken in the firing by officers and men was a potent in- 
fluence and was noticeable in short range firing and at 
the longer ranges, particularly in team competitions. 
“This interest,” says the report, “was largely enhanced 
by the presence in the fleet of officers and men who had 
been with the Navy Rifle Team during last year’s match. 
This influence has been of such value to the Service, and 
the presence and creditable showing of the Navy team at 
this meet, where teams from nearly every state in the 
Union are assembled, has so furthered the interests of the 
Navy among the people at large that it is to be hoped that 
the policy of sending a team to the National Competition 
may be continued indefinitely.” 

The total number of officers and men firing diminished 
from 10,583, the preceding year, to 9,206, but the average 
points per man was increased from 15 plus to 30 plus. 
The percentage qualified as sharpshooters or marksmen 
increased from .35 to 9.89. The percentage qualified as 
first class or better increased from 3.8 to 20.2; second 
class or better, 15.4 to 59.7; third class or better, 31.2 to 
59.6 and fourth class or better from 82.6 to 88.4. The 
percentage unqualified diminished from 17.3 to 11.5. Con- 
siderable money was distributed among the crews of the 
various vessels, the Maryland, Missouri, Colorado, Kear- 
sarge, Iowa, West Virginia and Cincinnati receiving the 
largest amounts. Two silver cups have been offered by 
the Department as trophies for excellence in small arms 
marksmanship; one for the Atlantic Fleet, the other for 
the Pacific Fleet. Definite rules will shortly be issued 
governing the award of these trophies. On the recom- 
mendation of the commander-in-chief of the Atlantic 
Fleet, the Atlantic Fleet trophy was awarded to the 
Missouri. 

At the National Competition this year, as we have pre- 
viously stated, the Navy carried off the highest honors, 
the Navy team winning the National Trophy in the Team 
Match, and the National Individual and National Pistol 
Matches, together with the Military Championship, going 
to members of the Naval Academy Team. 

It has generally been assumed that no team could take 
a high standing in the National Team Match unless the 
majority of its members were veteran marksmen who had 
behind them a long period of training and considerable 
experience in firing in matches. This opinion seems to 
be disproved most thorovghly by the record of the Naval 
Academy Team, as this record shows that comparatively 
young men can be trained in a short space of time to a 
high degree of efficiency. Of the twelve members of the 
Naval Academy team who fired at the match, the oldest 
was less than 25 years of age, the youngest was 17.5, and 
the average of their ages was 20.25 years. None of these 
men had any previous experience in rifle shooting, The 
Wwaximum amount of training that any member of the 
team had enjoyed was twenty weeks at short ranges. Thé 
minimum amount was eight weeks and the average 
mamount for the team was eleven and five-tenths weeks. 
This experience includes firing on short ranges only. Not 
a single member of the team had any experience at all 
at long range or at skirmish firing until July 15 of this 
year, so that their total experience at the hardest part of 
a rifleman’s training was but five weeks. It is not claimed 
that seasoned men are not better than raw recruits, but 
the experience of the Naval Academy Team certainly 
shows that a very high degree of efficiency can be at- 
tained after a short period of intelligent training. For ex- 
ample, the Naval Academy team made a final score of 
3,347, which is ninety-four points more than the winning 
team made last year, and is but seventy-four points less 
than the winning team made this year. They beat such 
veteran teams as that of Pennsylvania. U.S. Infantry, 
New York, New Jersey, etc. In addition to the above it 
may be remarked that the highest individual honors were 
also won by these young men. The National Individual 
Match was won by Midshipman Lee, who is a little over 
19 years of age. He also won the National Pistol Match, 
against 250 competitors. The Military Championship of 
the United States was won by Midshipman Smith, who is 
20 years of age, and who had but eight weeks of training 
on short ranges, and not more than five at the long ranges 
and skirmish firing. 





FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Lieutenant Colonel Rousset, of the French army, writ- 
ing in La Liberté, contrasts the poverty of the artillery 
equipment of the French army with that of the Ger- 
man. He points that each German army corps possesses 
144 guns for twenty-four battalions, which represents a 
proportion of six guns for each 1,000 men. Against 
this armament the French can only oppose ninety-two 
per army corps—that is to say, little more than half. 
A few years ago, when France possessed a quick-firing 
gun of a pattern incontestably superior to that of her 
neighbors, this marked numerical inferiority was to 
some extent counter-balanced by the advantage of 
quality, but Germany has meanwhile brought her Artil- 
lery to a level of excellence as high as the French. 

The Engineer of London states that the Inflexible 
method of. gun mounting—two center mountings in eche- 
lon—is unlikely. to come in. It was tried in the old 
Infiexible, and in Italian ships of similar model, also in 
two small Brazilian ships. But it died out owing to 





the difficulties inherent in training across the deck, and 
so probably will it die out again. 


Germany is under- 


stood to be bitten with the idea—Italy also. As the In- 
flexibles are of the same era as the Dreadnought, the 
plan was obviously considered and discarded for that 


battleship. It was probably used for the Inflexibles, as 
these, being able to carry less in the way of guns, needed 
the maximum power from them at all costs, whereas 
the Dreadnought could afford to carry a reserve. 

After March 1, 1908, all lieutenants in the British 
army will be required to pass an examination in sani- 
tation before promotion to the rank of captain. All 
ranks are to receive instruction in the subject, as well 
as cadets. 

The French military authorities pride themselves up- 
on their success in having kept from foreign powers the 
secret of the brake mechanism and recoil system of their 
field guns. The mechanism is now ten years old and is 
the most important feature in the much-discussed 
weapon, because it ensures the stability of the gun dur- 
ing firing, the gun recoiling on its mounting and return- 
ing automatically to the first position. The Deutches 
Offizierblatt, which has been giving its readers some 
notes on the gun, remarked that it was strange nothing 
had been divulged in Germany as to this important fea- 
ture of it, while the guns of other countries were known 
completely to the authorities. At the present time Ger- 
mans, it was said, were reduced to mere conjecture as 
to the details of the system adopted by the French. It 
had been stated that the French guns recoiled by air 
pressure, but the German paper could feel no certainty 
upon this point. 

According to the Engineer of London, wild stories are 
flying about concerning the new Brazilian battleships— 
one to the effect that they will carry four 13.5’s amid- 
ships, disposed in the original old Inflexible style. This 
is extremely doubtful. They may carry 13.5’s in single 
turrets disposed as in the new Inflexible, but this, too, 
is doubtful. It is even doubtful whether they are battle- 
ships at all—on the stocks they look much more like 
cruisers, and more on Swiftsure than Dreadnought lines. 
But everything about these ships is wrapped in mystery, 
and it does not at all follow that they will ever fly the 
Brazilian flag. 

It is announced in Ottawa that the Canadian members 
of the Imperial General Staff of the British Army will 
be Major Gen. P. H. N. Lake, C.B., C.M.G.. Chief of 
the General Staff of the Canadian Militia: Lieut. Col. 
E. T. Taylor, commandant of the Royal Military Col- 
lege, Kingston. Ontario; Lieut. Col. G. W. Gwatkin and 
Major D. I. V. Eaton, director and assistant director 
of operations and staff duties. Canadian Militia, and 
Major D. S. McInnes, R.E., Halifax. All five are 
graduates of the Staff College, and all but Major Eaton 
belong to the Imperial Forces. 

The United Service Gazette, of London, publishes the 
following: “Some very grim stories are told of Lord 
Kitchener, the Commander-in-Chief, and we have just 
read one which, although we cannot vouch for the truth 
of it, has a decided Kitchener flavor about it. A young 
subaltern who was in charge of some works that were 
in course of construction in the Punjab, had the mis- 
fortune to lose some native workmen through an acci- 
dent with dynamite. Fearful of a reprimand from head- 
quarters, he telegraphed to the Commander-in-Chief: 
‘Regret to report killing of twelve laborers by dynamite 
accident.’ Back is said to have come the laconic mes- 
sage, ‘Do you want any more dynamite’?”’ 

The Marine Rundschau, of Berlin, states that the 
naval program laid before the Reichstag has been re- 
ceived by all parties, except by the Social Democrats, 
with greater or less satisfaction. It was intimated that 
the Navy Law of 1900 would be changed only in one 
particular—namely, in the reduction of the age limit for 
battleships from twenty-five years to twenty years. The 
Rundschau says that there is no intention to increase 
the number of ships to be constructed under the law— 
namely, fifty-eight capital ships—being thirty-eight bat- 
tleships and twenty large armored cruisers—but in each 
of the years 1908, 1909 and 1910 three battleships, one 
large cruiser, two small cruisers, and two destroyer 
flotillas will be laid down, and the subsequent program 
may be subject to amendment. 


The following particulars of the new British battle- 
ship Temeraire have been published in London: The 
ship will be armed with ten breech-loading 12-inch guns 
of a new type. The first of these has just been delivered 
from the Armstrong works at Elswick. It is 46 feet 
4% inches long, or 11 feet longer than the Mark 8 guns 
mounted in the Majestic class, while its weight is 56 
tons 7 ewt., against 46 tons of the earlier type. It has 
a very large breech, with a somewhat abrupt taper com- 
mencing near the rear throat rings, and terminating in 
a very long muzzle end. Its full charge of cordite will 
be 260 pounds, against 174 pounds used in the Mark 8 
gun. The new type of gun, which is to be known as 
the Dreadnought, will have a muzzle velocity of 2,900 
feet per second, and a total muzzle energy of 48,000 
foot tons. <A special feature will be a powerful quick 
motion breech-gear attachment.

LETTER FROM PRESIDENT OF CORNELL. 


Office of the President, Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N.Y., Nov. 30, 1907. 
To THE Eprrorn or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

My attention has just been called to an editorial in 
your issue of Noy. 23, entitled, “Nonsense in High 
Places.” In this editorial I find myself described as 
“in opposition to the Army and Navy,” and as an ex- 


ponent of the doctrines that “the military spirit is an 
evil, that the profession of arms is an unworthy voca- 
tion, and the maintenance of the national defense a need- 
less extravagance.” And, as though I were blind to the 
value of military training, I am admonished to observe 
its results in the development of learning, the upbuild- 
ing of character, and the inculeation of correct ideals of 
American citizenship. Will you permit me to say that 
all this not only does me the greatest injustice, but en- 
tirely misrepresents my actual sentiments? 

I am a firm believer in the value of military training. 
Year after year I have, in season and out of season, 
declared that the military science and tactics required of 
students in Cornell University is the most valuable 
course we have, and that whether one considers the mat- 
ter from the point of view of the needs of the Republic, 
the discipline of the University, or the physical and 
moral benefits to the students. The support which, as 
president of Cornell University I have always given our 
military department, is not only a matter of record in 
the War Department, but was recognized in the most 
complimentary way in an editorial in the ARMY AND 
Navy Journat, entitled “Military Training at Col- 





leges,” and appearing in your issue of Dec. 15, 1906. 
This circumstance makes it unnecessary for me to dwell 
longer on this matter, in which I am sure you will not 
want to do me an injustice. 

And now as to the other point with which you charge 
me, opposition to the Army and Navy, let me say em- 
phatically that I do not oppose the Army and Navy, or 
regard them as needless extravagances. I have never 
said one word which could be so construed. I agree with 
you that these military agencies are essential to the 
preservation of our national peace and security. As 
human nature is constituted and nations are organized, 
armies and navies are as essential as courts, legislatures 
and chief executives. 

I think I made this perfectly clear to the 2,000 or 
3,000 workingmen whom I addressed in Cooper Union, 
in New York City, on Nov. 17. My reference to the 
Army and Navy, however, was a very brief one; and it 
is perfectly clear from your comment, which was un- 
doubtedly based on an inadequate report, that you have 
misunderstood me. I was speaking to these wage-earn- 
ers of an economic depression which was already having 
an appreciable effect on their incomes. I pointed out 
that everything which tended to lessen the volume of 
éapital available for productive purposes has an un- 
favorable effect on the industries of the country. Eco- 
nomists distinguish between productive capital and un- 
productive capital, though they recognize that the use 
of unproductive capital may be not only necessary, but 
justifiable. Yet whatever is substracted from the produc- 
tive capital of the country, whether it is spent in sup- 
porting policemen, maintaining art galleries or enlarging 
the Army and Navy, leaves so much less available for 
productive purposes, and to that extent tends to affect 
unfavorably the wages of the laborer, though of course 
this tendency may be offset by other benefits resulting 
from that expenditure. I then pointed out, that the ex- 
penditure on the Arfmy and Navy had increased very 
greatly since the war with Spain, and I ventured to ex- 
press the opinion that if the Philippine Islands were 
neutralized by international agreement and the Filipinos 
granted their independence, the appropriations for the 
Army and Navy might be reduced. If so reduced, large 
portions of capital which are now spent, as the eco- 
nomists say, “‘unproductively,” would be available for 
purposes of production. And the more capital that is 
available for productive purposes the better is the pros- 
pect of good wages for the workingmen. 

You may criticize the economists for the distinction 
they have established between productive and unproduc- 
tive capital. You may criticize me for suggesting that 
by means of the neutralization and independence of the 
Philippines millions now spent on the Army and Navy 
might be available for productive purposes. You may 
consider that no economy in public expenditures is pos- 
sible under any circumstances for the Army and Navy. 
You are entitled to your opinion on these subjects, as I 
am entitled to mine. But I beg you not to impute to me 
sentiments and opinions regarding the Army and Navy 
which are the direct opposite of those I entertain and 
‘have in public consistently proclaimed. I am in favor 
of economy in public expenditures and suggested a way 
in which the cost of our military establishment might 
be reduced. But I am as firm a supporter of the Army 
and Navy as I am of Congress or judiciary. And as to 
the value of a military training, I am instructed, not 
only by my experience of its unique and incomparable 
effects upon the students of Cornell University, but also 
by the friendships I have the honor of enjoying among 
officers of both the Army and Navy who are models, not 
only of the military virtues, but of honorable and intelli- 
gent manhood and noble American citizenship.

A HINT FOR GENERAL HULL, 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

There have of late been several allusions in the columns 
of your reliable paper to Chairman Hull’s attitude anent 
the increase of pay bill for the Services. The thing 
most surprising and difficult of belief is that he appears 
to favor an increase only for the enlisted men and junior 
officers. Why does he draw this line? Is not the entire 
change in cost of living just as great for all of us? Has 
the senior in times past been so generously rewarded that 
the pinch does not touch him now? Quite the contrary! 
And the fact that the senior officer of to-day has recently 
heen the underpaid junior, with small chance to lay by a 
trifie for the rainy day that may come at any moment to 
any of us, is surely a poor reason for helping his juniors 
now, and letting him again—at middle age and over— 
suffer the mortifications, deprivations and absolute hard- 
ships which he has borne through his youth. 

If he is in the Navy the chances are that he is, or will 
be, in command of a ship, where he must, by Regula- 
tion, keep up a private mess at a cost greatly increased 
over that of the past; must entertain “to represent the 
governnient” so generously as a commanding officer 
should, both at home and abroad, must pay forty per cent. 
more for his clothes than did the officers of twenty years 
ago, and must complete the education of his children and 
start them in life—if he can!—at a far greater cost than 
formerly. Why, then, should he or his peers in the other 
services be kept out of a just increase of pay now? Is it 
that twenty per cent. is too much for him? Then why 
fifty per cent. for Congress? We do not know how Chair- 
man Hull voted on that question last year, but to have 
been consistent with his present view—if he is correctly 
reported—he should have stood for a handsome increase 
for the underpaid, struggling Congressional clerks, who 
undoubtedly need it badly, before the M.C. himself was 
thought of. 

As it is, the thoughtful Congressman has only to eom- 
pare the pay of the senior officers of all the services for 
whose relief this bill is drawn with that received by mem- 
bers of Congress, to realize how difficult a problem it is 
to make ends meet, especially for men who by their very 
profession of service to the government are deterred from 
earning money in outside employments. 

We were glad to see Congressional pay increased. It 
was right and just—so entirely so that the bill passed 
easily and early in the session, before other business 
pushed it to the wall, and went into immediate effect. The 
country approved it. The country—as voiced by its best 
newspapers on every hand—approves of the same spirit 
of generosity for its fighting branches, which ask for and 
expect a much smaller increase. And if Congress fails 
to carry out that wish it will be neglecting a plain duty 
and adding to a weakness which is already a dangerous 
menace, for it meaus that as time goes on only men with 
private incomes can afford to become officers of the differ- 
ent services, when another plutocracy will arise, to be 
deplored by our best thinkers. 

Not a NAVAL OFFICER. 
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The national life of France is saturated with a spirit 
of suspicion, distrust and vague unrest which has found 
a remarkable expression in connection with the mysteri- 
ous flight of the military airship La Patrie from its moor- 
ings at Verdun on Novy. 30. It appears that the Patrie 
broke away from the hands of a detachment of 200 French 
troops who had hold of her guy-ropes, soaring aloft in . 
high wind, and, after. sailing over portions of Wales and 
England, was sighted over Radnor, in Scotland, and ee 
in Ireland December 4. Nothing has been eras 
to show that the escape of the ship was. other a 
accidental, yet despatches from_ Paris intimate thst 
a belief prevails in certain military circles that the 
Patrie was deliberately set free by disloyal heveagee ta 
with the expectation that she would drift across ~ ai 
frontier and into German territory, thus enabling the 
Germans to solve the mysteries of her construction. —_

With. the retirement of Brig. Gen. GC. C. Sniffen, Jan. 
1, Col. Charles H. Whipple will be made Paymaster Gen- 
eral to succeed him. General Sniffen has been Paymaster 
General since Sept. 11, 1906, when by seniority Col. Al- 
bert S. Towar would have been in line for the advance- 
ment, but of his own wish decided to step aside in favor 
of his brother officer. Colonel Towar has since, at ey 
own request, after thirty years of service been = i 
and Colonel Whipple is the ranking officer of the Pay 
Department. Colonel Whipple is a son. of the late Bishop 
Whipple of the Episcopal diocese of Minnesota, known as 
a missionary among the Dakotahs. The new Paymaster 
General was born in New York state in 1849, and entered 
the Army from civil life as major and paymaster in Feb- 
ruary, 1881, rising to the rank of colonel in 1904. He 
has served as chief paymaster in the Philippines, Porto 
Rico and Cuba. As Colonel. Whipple will not be retired 
for age until 1913, his service as Paymaster General is 
likely to be longer than has been the rule of late among 
chief of staff bureaus.

A correspondent suggests that an enlisted man while 
still being an actual member of the Regular Army, could 
follow the pursuits of civil life after twenty-one years of 
service (except in case of national emergency). This, he 
thinks, would do away with the agitation about the twen- 
ty-five years retirement, and establish a Regular Army 
Reserve, to which all enlisted men, after serving twenty- 
one years in the Regular Army, would be transferred, on 
the same pay and allowance as now provided for retired 
men. After serving nine years in the Reserve, thus com- 
pleting thirty years’ service, the soldier would be per- 
manently retired from active service. The Reserve would 
be a valuable part of the Army in case of emergency, 
composed as it would be of men capable of filling posi- 
tions at depots, such as Q.M. sergeants, commissary ser- 
geants, etc. Others would be found competent to drill re- 
eruits for the front. The remainder of the Reserve, if 
not otherwise required, could be assigned to the various 
regiments as needed.

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Final orders have been received by Lieut. Col. Charles 
A. Doyen, commandant of the Naval Academy Marine 
Barracks, for the detachment of twelve second lieutenants 
who have been at the School of Application there. The 


graduation of those officers is about a year ahead of the 
usual time, as they were appointed to the corps early in 
the year and have been studying since last March.

Col. H. L. Seott, U.S.A., Superintendent of the U.S. 
Military Academy, in G.O. 24 announces that the revised 
schedule of studies, adopted by the Academic Board June 
23, 1907, and approved by the War Department Aug. 10, 
1907, will, on March 1, 1908, beginning with the class en- 
tering on that date, become the established course of in- 
struction for that and succeeding classes. The plan for 
the transition from the old to the new curriculum submit- 
ted by the Professor of Philosophy, Aug. 4, 1907, is ap- 
proved and will be duly followed. In order to accom- 
plish the second general purpose of the revision, namely, 
the exact definition of each course and the co-ordination, 
where proper, of all the separate courses, the general and

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At a meeting of the American National Red Cross So- 
ciety in Washington, Dec. 3, in which thirteen states 
were represented, the Secretary of State, Hon. HDlihu 
Root, made an address in which he spoke in praise of the 
progress made by the Society in the last year. “It is 
difficult for the people of the United States to believe 
there is going to be a war,” said Secretary Root. “There- 
fore it is impossible to maintain any kind of preparations 
for war in this country. Thus the Red Cross should be 
always equipped to meet any emergency that may arise.” 
Officers of the Red Cross were elected as follows: Presi- 
dent William H. Taft; treasurer, Beekman Winthrop; 
counsellor, Alford W. Cooley; secretary, Charles L. Ma- 
gee. Mrs. Marshall Field, of Chicago, and Miss Helen 
Gould, of New York, were elected members of the board 
of incorporation of the society. 
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At the request of the State Department, Secretary 
Metcalf has granted permission for three young officers of 
the Peruvian nayy to take the voyage with the battleship 
fleet to the Pacific. Two of them have sailed on the tor- 


pedoboat flotilla that made its start Dec. 2. These were 
Hector Mercado, who was on the Hopkins, and Leonidas 
de la Tone Gonzales, who was on the Stewart. Carlos 
Rotaldo is to go on the battleship Maine. These young 
men who are midshipmen in the Peruvian navy desired 
to get the experience and training to be had on such a 
memorable and important voyage, and their government 
made a formal request of the United States that they 
might be allowed to accompany the fleet. They will be 
guests in the sense that they will have no duties and will 
exercise no authority over enlisted men. They pay theit 
own expenses in the mess and otherwise.

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Capt. Manus McCloskey, Field Art., U.S.A., who has 
had two tours of duty in the Philippines and is now in 
Pittsburg on leave, makes light of the belief that Japan 
is preparing for war with the United States. “Any idea,” 
he is quoted as saying in an interview in the Pittsburg 
Dispatch, “that may prevail in the States that the Jap- 
anese are making organized efforts to obtain a foothold 
in the islands, is, in my opinion, erroneous. I have not 
found that to be the case, judging from my personal ob- 
servations. Conditions in the Southern islands, where I 
was recently stationed, are such that there has been prac- 
tically no effort to exercise civil authority, all of the ju- 
dicial administration being done by military rule. The 
natives generally are not far enough along to think of in- 
dependent government.” 
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President Roosevelt on Dec. 6 sent the following in- 
structions to Acting Secretary of War Oliver, relative to 
the request for Regular troops by the Governor of Ne- 
vada: “Referring to the accompanying formal request 
of Governor Sparks, of Nevada, for Federal troops to re- 
store order at Goldfield, please direct General Funston to 
send a sufficient number of troops to be wholly adequate 
to meet any emergency. It is far better to avoid conflict 
by sending too many troops than by sending too few, to 
run the risk of inviting bloodshed. Theodore Roosevelt.” 
A despatch received from General Funston states that he 
has, according to orders, sent to Goldfield nine companies, 
a total of 250 men, from the 22d Infantry. The troops 
Went on a special train and will be eighteen hours on the 
road. They will be called upon to preserve the peace, now 
endangered by some 10,000 miners who are on strike, 





The Commissioners of the District of Columbia in their 
annual report to Congress have asked that the District 
be allowed two cadets each to Annapolis and West Point. 
There is great interest in military matters among the 
youth of Washington and there are many very capable 
officers in both the Army and the Navy who were born 
within the bounds of the District. The High School ca- 
dets and the various military organizations maintained by 
the young men of the city have furnished excellent train- 
ing for them and it would seem wise to allow a popula- 
tion of 400,000 as many cadets as are allowed to several 
states with far less population. 





It is understood that the Davis Board on wire-wound 
guns will take strong ground in favor of this method of 
gun construction, and their recommendation will be in 
favor of the model of General Crozier. The interior of the 
Brown wire-wound gun is composed of sections resembling 
barrel staves. In order to prevent the escape of gun 
powder gases between them and a diminution in the force 
which ought to be expended on the projectile the encircling 
wire is put on under a pressure which is intended to ex- 
ceed that of the explosion. In the Crozier gun there 
is a continuous tube of forged steel and the wire is less 
tightly wound. 





The American Medical Association has published in 
pamphlet form the excellent address on “The Dentist in 
the United States Navy,” delivered at its last annual con- 
vention by Dr. Richard Grady, Resident Dentist at the 
Naval Academy. Those who, like Doctor Grady, believe 
that regular dental service should be provided for the 
Navy, will be pleased to learn that Surgeon General 
Nixey’s recommendation that a dental corps be established 
in the Navy has been approved by the Secretary of the 
Navy, who announces that a draft of a bill covering this 
need will ke sent to Congress at an early day. 


The Secretary of the Navy has made the following par- 
tial awards of contracts for shell to contractors who made 
proposals for furnishing the same at the opening in the 
Bureau of Ordnance on Noy. 13, 1907: 2,000 5-inch 50- 
caliber forged steel shell at $7.55 each to the Bethlehem 
Company : 50,000 3-inch 50-caliber forged steel shell at 
$2.14 each to the American and British Manufacturing 
Company : 15,000 3-inch 50-caliber target shell at $1.61 
each to the U.S. Rapid Fire Gun and Power Company. 
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Capt. Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., commanding the U.S. 
S. Virginia, has sent the following communication to the 
New York Herald: “I note in the Herald a statement 
that the battleship Vermont had beaten the Virginia’s 
record in coaling -ship, having made an average of 255 
tons an hour, with a maximum of 304 tons in one hour. 





That is certainly excellent work. But in justice to the 
officers and men of the Virginia I will.thank you to pub- 
lish the fact that on June 3, 1907, we averaged 267 tons 
an hour, the maximum in any one hour being 336 tons.”

The papers in the examinations at Fort Leavenworth 
for civilians and enlisted men who were candidates for 
commissions as second lieutenants in the Army have been 
extremely slow in coming to the War Department. There 
were sixty-two candidates examined and thus far but nine 
sets of papers have reached Washington. These now go 
to the General Staff, and it will be three or four weeks 
before they are read and passed on and the names of those 
who passed announced.

Bids were opened the past week for the building of the 
commandant’s house, six officers’ houses and a guard- 
house at the new naval training station on Lake Michi- 
gan north of Chicago. The Northern Construction Com- 
pany of Milwaukee bid lowest on the commandant’s house, 
the figure being $46,000, and also on the guard-house, the 
figure on that structure being $7,000. James Corse, of 
Racine, will be awarded the building of the officers’ houses 
and the Northern Construction Company the other two

Anyone who entertains the erroneous opinion that the 
United States maintains a large military establishment, 
as compared with that of other nations, should compare 


our modest monthly “Army List” of about one hundred 
and ten pages with a copy of the monthly Army List 
of the British government. A recent issue is an im- 
posing volume of over one thousand eight hundred pages, 
the index of the active list alone covering one hundred 
and forty-two pages, of fine type; this includes, however, 
officers who are in the militia, yeomanry and volunteers. 
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Press reports from Hammondsport, N.Y., state that 
Mr. Glenn H. Curtiss made an ascent in a dirigible air- 
ship of his own invention Nov. 27, in which he remained 
four hours in the air and developed a speed of thirty miles 
an hour. The same reports state that a representative 
of the War Department was present and that the com- 
pany owning the machine is about to close a contract’ with 
the War Department for the manufacture of a large num- 
ber of the type of motors used to be used by the.Depart- 
ment in its airship experiments.

DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Authority of department commanders over general 
courts-martial at recruit depots: It having been reported 
by a department commander that members of such courts 
have been excused from sessions by post commander, it 
was held that such post commanders have no more au- 
thority to excuse members of courts-martial from ses- 
sions than if they were commanding officers of other posts. 

Amendment of paragraph 306, Army Regulations : 
Upon the recommendation of the Chief of Artillery an 
addition to the above paragraph was made providing that 
non-commissioned staff officers of the Coast Artillery 
Corps report change of station to the Chief of Artillery. 

A request by an officer for a certificate of merit having 
been made, it was found that there is no law authorizing 
the issue of a certificate of merit to an officer. 

Authority of commanding officer, mine planter, to grant 
leave of absence: ‘The question having arisen as to 
whether the commanding officer of a mine planter has the 
right to grant leaves of absence, it was found that mine 
planter regulations recently approved by the Secretary of 
War make mine planters separate commands and there- 
fore commending officers have, under Army Regulations, 
right to grant leaves of absence, the same as commanding 
officers of any separate command. To avoid all possible 
misunderstanding in the future, however, it was decided 
that Par. 49, Army Regulations, be amended to cover 
definitely the case of commanding officers of separate 
commands. 

Interpretation of Infantry Drill Regulations: The 
question having arisen whether bayonets should be fixed 
at command “Inspection Arms” with U.S. Magazine Rifle, 
Model of 1898, it was decided that they should be fixed 
and the inquirer was so informed. 

Attendance of militia officers at School of Musketry : 
Inquiry having been made if the same is authorized, it 
was held that such schoo! is not one of those contemplated 
in law authorizing militia to, attend school, and therefore 
such attendance was not authorized. 

Allowance of shot gun ammunition in Alaska: Ques- 
tion having arisen as to the proper amount, it was decid- 
ed that the allowance be 1,000 loaded cartridges per com- 
pany, except for Signal Corps companies; and 500 such 
cartridges per telegraph station for use of enlisted men of 
Signal Corps; and that no savings on allowance for rifle 
ammunition be commuted into shotgun ammunition. 

Amendment of paragraphs 383 and 441, Army Regu- 
lations, and paragraph 588, Infantry Drill Regulations: 
Upon the recommendation of a department commander 
that such changes be made as will make these paragraphs 
conform to the practice in the Navy in rendering honors 
during the playing of “The Star Spangled Banner,” it 
was so approved. 

[Paragraph 159, Regulaions for the government of the 
Navy of the United States, 1905, reads as follows: 

159. (1) The following ceremonies shall be observed at 
“colors” on board ships in commission and at naval sta- 
tions. The field music and the band, if there be one, shall 
be present. At morning “colors” the drum shall give 
three rolls and bugle sound three flourishes, all officers 
and men shall face the ensign and stand at attention, and 
sentries. under arms shall come to the position of present. 
At the end of the third roll the ensign shall be started up 
and hoisted smartly to the peak or truck, and the band 
shall play the “Star Spangled Banner,” at the conclusion 
of which all officers and men shall salute, ending the 
ceremony. 

(2) The same ceremonies shall be observed at sunset 
“colors,” the ensign to be started from the peak or truck, 
and the “Star Spangled Banner” to begin at the end of 
the third roll. The ensign shall not be lowered hurriedly. 

(3) At naval stations the same ceremonies shall be ob- 
served as closely as possible. 

(4) Upon hoisting the ensign at sunrise the usual hon- 
ors and ceremonies shall be paid, and they shall not be 
repeated at 8 a.m.—Ed.] 


Bayonet exercise for cadets at colleges and schools: The 
questivn having arisen as to whether such cadets should 
be instructed in bayonet exercise, it was directed that the 
question be answered in the affirmative. 

Extra duty pay for troops in Alaska: This subject 
having again been brought up, recommendations of a for- 
mer report that the law prohibiting same in Alaska and 
elsewhere be revoked, was renewed. The recommenda- 
tion of a department commander as to increase in extra 
duty pay is not favorably considered at the present time. 


, Ameudment of post exchange regulations: Point hay- 
ing beea raised as to the proper allotment to regimental 
funds when more than one band are at post, it was direct- 
ed that regulations for post exchanges, as published in 
Orders, be amended to direct subdivision of dividend to 
differenc regimental funds on basis of strength of regi- 
ments,

RECENT DEATHS. 


Comdr. Holman Vail, U.S.N., retired, on duty in the 
Hydrographic Office, Washington, D.C., died suddenly at 
his home on Dec. 3, 1907. He was born in Indiana, and 
was graduated from the U.S. Naval Academy, class of 
1865. His first assignent was on the schoolship Sabine. 
Other assignments included duty on the Dacotah, of the 
South Pacific Fleet, Saginaw, of the North Pacific Squad- 
ron, Severn, of the North Atlantic Fleet, Hartford, Asi- 
atic Station, Trenton, European Station, Wachusett, Pa- 
cific Station. He also served as lighthouse inspector, and 
was retired Dec. 4, 1890, for disability incident to the 
Service. 

Mr. Thomas H. Stayton, father of Lieut. Norris Stay- 
ton, C.A.C., died at his home at Cincinnati, Ohio, on 
Nov. 21, 1907. 

John Kellogg Van Schaick, son of Lieut. Louis J. 
Van Schaick, 4th U.S. Inf., died at sea Novy. 17, 1907, 
on board the Army transport Thomas, aged five months. 

Capt. Thomas Dixon Walker, U.S. Revenue Cutter 
Service, and a veteran of the Civil War, died in Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., Dec. 1, 1907, at his home in the United States 
apartments, 194 Clinton street, after an illness of only 
three days. He succumbed to pneumonia. Captain 
Walker was a native of Camden, N.J., and was sixty- 
five years of age. He was retired for age on Aug. 23, 
1907, and his last command was the Tuscarora, on the 
Great Lakes. Captain Walker had entered the United 
States Navy in 1863, and was master’s mate on the 
Montgomery, of the North Atlantic bleckading squad- 
ron. In the engagement at Fort Fisher he showed 
marked gallantry. He resigned as mate in 1865. In 
1871 he was appointed a third lieutenant in the Revenue 
Cutter Service, and had been in it continuously for 
thirty-seven years up to the time of his retirement. Cap- 
tain Walker, in command of the Gresham, introduced 
the plan of having a patrol fleet at the international 
yacht races to prevent vessels swarming near the course. 
He did his work well, and was commended by the press, 
the public and his superiors in Washington. He was 
personally a genial, kindly man. Captain Walker is 
survived by his wife’ and by three sons, Frederick E. 
Walker, of Short Hills, NJ.; J. Merryman Walker and 
Percy E. Walker. 

Major Michael J. Fitz-Gerald, U.S.A., retired, died very 
suddenly at his hoine in Lebanon, Pa., Dec. 3, 1907, 
aged seventy years. Heart trouble is ascribed as the 
cause of death. Major Fitz-Gerald was born in Ireland 
Sept. 24, 1837. He joined the Army as a private in 
the 1st Artillery, Jan. 5, 1855. He was appointed hos- 
pital steward March 14, 18638, and first lieutenant in 
the 9th U.S. Inf., June 1 of the latter year. He was 
retired as captain Dec. 31, 1873, for wounds in the line 
of duty, and was advanced to majer on the retired list 
for Civil War service in April, 1904. He made a good 
record in the Red Cloud Indian Agency, where he was 
located for several years. He was seriously wounded in 
an Indian campaign. He went to Lebanon in 1889, and 
in 1895 was elected commander of the Lebanon Rifles. 
He was prominent in social circles of the city and was 
vice-president of the Lebanon Club, prominent in the 
Lebanon Lodge of Elks, a member of the M.O.L.L.U.S., 
Society of the Army of the Potomac, and the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Major Fitz-Gerald is survived 
by a wife, three children and two sisters. 

Capt. Nathan Sargent, U.S.N., died at the Naval Med- 
ieal School Hospital, Washington, D.C., Dec. 5, 1907. He 
was born in New York on Oct. 29, 1849, and entered the 
naval Service as a midshipman from Montana Territory 
on July 20, 1866. He was promoted to ensign from July 
13, 1871; to master from July 10, 1874; to lieutenant 
from Jan. 2, 1881; and served as executive officer of the 
U.S.S. Yosemite during the Spanish-American War. ‘He 
was promoted to lieutenant commander from March 3, 
1899, serving on duty as recorder of the Board of Inspec- 
tion and Survey, Washington, D.C.; in command of the 
U.S.S. Scorpion and Machias; was promoted to command- 
er from Sept. 2, 1901, and assigned to duty as aide to 
the Admiral of the Navy; served as a member of the Gen- 
eral Buard; was in command of the U.S.S. Baltimore, 
and was promoted to captain from May 13, 1906, subse- 
quently serving as a member of the General Board, being 
engaged in that duty at the time of his death. 
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Col. James Worden Pope, Assistant Quartermaster 
General, U.S.A., has been admitted to the Society of the 
Cincinnati, in Virginia, by right of descent from Col. 
Charles Mynn Thruston, known as “the Warrior Parson 
of the Revolution.” Colonel Thruston was minister of 
the Episcopal church, of Gloucester and Frederick 
counties, Va., at the beginning of the Revolution, but 
left his pulpit, raised a company and joined the Revolu- 
tionary Army. He was wounded and lost an arm at 
the battle of Amboy, and for his gallant conduct he was 
made colonel of Thruston’s Additional Regiment, which 
was consolidated with Gist’s and Grayson’s regiments 
Colonel Thruston was thereby “deranged,” and so be- 
came a propositus for the Society of the Cincinnati. 
Colonel Thruston’s family have a most interesting gene- 
alogy in America, the births, marriages and deaths be- 
ing recorded in the handwriting of the head of the family 
in each generation from John Thruston (born 1606, died 
1675; Chamberlain of Bristol, England, for eleven Years 
and eleven months), with the quaint spelling and varied 
chirography of the different periods. Among the dis- 
tinguished members of the family were Col. John Thrus- 
ton, of “Landsdowne,” Gloucester Co., Va., father of 
Col. Charles M. Thruston, and his own sons, Col. John 
Thruston, of ‘‘Sans Souci,” néar Louisville, Ky., a cor- 
net in the Illinois regiment of Gen. George Rogers 
Clarke, and Judge Buckner Thruston, United States Sen- 
ator from Kentucky, and United States judge, many 
years resident at Washington, D.C-

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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The Army transport Buford arrived at Manila Dec. 5 
with thirty-three officers, one contract surgeon, and thir- 
teen enlisted men. 


The troops that have been stationed at the Jamestown 
Exposition during the summer have this week been break- 
ing camp and returning to their proper stations. The 
28d Infantry goes back to Forts Niagara and Ontario; 
the 2d Squadron, 12th Cavalry, to Fort Oglethorpe; and 
Battery D, 3d Field Artillery, to Fort Myer. The 45th 
Company, Coast Artillery Corps, that has had temporary 
duty at Fort Monroe during the Exposition, returns to 
Fort Dupont. 

The first lot of Cavalry mounts bought by Major 
Brown, of the 3d Cavalry, in Australia has been received 
at Manila. They withstood the voyage well and are re- 
garded as stout, tough horses, although they do not aver- 
age up in size with the best mounts in the Service in the 
United States. 

Word has reached the War Department that Brigadier 
General Davis, commanding the Department of the Gulf, 
has ordered a court-martial to meet at Fort De Soto, Fla., 
for the trial of Ist Lieut. James A. Thomas, Coast Art. 
Corps, on charges of conduct to the prejudice of good or- 
der and military discipline. The details of the case have 
not been disclosed. 

One of the most novel contests in the history of the 
Bennings course was decided Nov. 29, when an even dozen 
enlisted men from troops of the United States Cavalry 
and batteries of the Field Artillery mounted on the best 
horses of their commands met in the race for the Army 
mounted service cup and purse of $600. Gregg, the fa- 
vorite, ridden by Saddler James G. McGrath, of the 13th 
Cavalry, proved an easy winner by three lengths over 
Idan, an eight-year-old, ridden by Sergt. Roy Miller, of 
the 11th Cavalry. The cup is to be competed for an- 
nually. 

General Crozier hastens to deny the report published 
last week about his belief in the aeroplane. The Ord- 
nance Department does not want an aeroplane, has no 
money to get one, has had no deal with the Wright Bros., 
intends to have none, and no other bureau of the War 
Department has so far made them a proposition or had 
one from them. The basis of the story is no doubt the 
allotment of $25,000 to General Allen for a dirigible 
balloon. 

The “Col. Theodore Roosevelt Garrison” of the Army 
and Navy Union has originated a movement to erect a 
monument at Washington as a tribute to the bravery of 
the private soldier of the various American wars. The 
idea is to provide a memorial of the man behind the gun. 
The heroes and commanders have been perpetuated in 
bronze and marble and now the veterans propose that the 
honors go to the fighting man of the firing line. 

The need of increased pay for the Services is beginning 
to be realized by the daily press, as is indicated by the 
amount of space given to the subject. The New York 
Evening Sun, for example, in an issue last week devoted 
nearly two columns to a discussion of the pay question, 
as from the Service point of view. The article presents 
a strong argument for the desired increase. 

In the JourNnaAL of Aug. 3, 1907, page 1319, we de- 
scribed the results of experiments in signaling conducted 
at Fort Leavenworth by Ist Lieut. Alden C, Knowles, U. 
S.A., now captain, 30th Infantry. In his report to the 
War Department, confirming what we have heretofore re- 
ported, Captain Knowles states that the distinct advan- 
tage of his work is that he can equip two mounted oper- 
ators so that they can communicate with each other with- 
out dismounting. A small piece of copper being placed 
against the body of the horse, so that while the animal’s 
hoofs are on the ground, the connection is complete. As 
we have heretofore stated, messages and signals can be 
sent at any gait except those of the gallop and run, when 
for much of the time all feet of the horse may be off the 
ground. Captain Knowles made his tests over all sorts 
of ground, wet and dry, rough and smooth, over dusty 
fields and grain stubble, with uniformly good results. Two 
mounted operators five miles apart, when their horses 
oh standing still feeding, talked together, without diffi- 
culty. 

The Sunday Magazine of Nov. 21 published a series 
of illustrations with text showing the remarkable achieve- 
ments of the Army Signal Corps in the matter of taking 
long distance photographs. Two of the latest achieve- 
wents in this direction are shown in the pictures of the 
National Capitol, taken from the top of the Washington 
Monument by Major Edgar Russel, U.S.A., in the course 
of experiments to secure extraordinarily rapid lenses by 
which instantanecus snapshots could be secured from bal- 
lcons. Major Russel has made snapshots from the 555- 
foot level of the monument which are regarded as pictorial 
inarvels, superior in all desirable attributes to anything 
hitherto taken instantaneously from balloons or other high 
objects. 

In the case of a private found guilty of desertion and 
sentenced to confinement at hard labor for six months 
and to forfeit ten dollars of his monthly pay for six 
months, Gen. Albert L. Myer, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Texas, in reviewing the proceedings, says: “In 
the foregoing case of Pvt. Terry Walsh, band, 26th Inf., 
the accused, by his plea of guilty, acknowledged his in- 
tention to permanently separate himself from the mili- 
tary Service and to disregard the solemn obligation of 
his oath of enlistment, upon the eve of the departure of 
his regiment for the Philippine Islands. As the ac- 
cused was not represented by counsel, the judge advo- 
cate, in his behalf, read to the court an indorsement up- 
on the original charge in which the investigating officer 
recommended the restoration to duty, without trial, of 
the accused, stating as his reason that his organization 
was badly in need of musicians and that the ability of 
the accused as such was excellent. In awarding so in- 
adequate a sentence the court appears to have been in- 
fluenced by this statement. Such leniency iavades the 
province of the reviewing authority, who alone should 
exercise clemency in such cases. In order that the ac- 
cused should suffer some measure of his merited pnnish- 
ment and not wholly escape the consequences of his ac- 
tion, the sentence, though deemed inadequate, is ap- 
proved. ana will be duly executed at Fort Sam Houston,

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Officers of the Army and the National Guard will be 
pleased to learn that the “‘Officers’ Manual” for the use of 
subalterns, compiled by Capt. James A. Moss, 24th U.S. 
Inf., has had such a large sale that it has been necessary 
to get out a second and revised edition. A supplement, 
which is published annually, is also issued with the new 
edition. We cannot speak too highly of the work, as it 


contains the most valuable information on the various 
details of Army work which officers should have a thor- 
ough knowledge of. ‘The book, which has 282 pages, is 
arranged in convenient form, and among other useful mat- 
ter contains valuable suggestions to officers just appoint- 
ed, advice as to how to succeed in the Army, the organi- 
zation of the Army is explained in detail, and also the re- 
lation of the military to the civil authorities. There are 
chapters on the business routine and duties of the post 
adjutant, post commissary, post exchange officer, post 
prison officer, post ordnance officer, post engineer officer, 
signal officer, etc., and instruction as to duties in the com- 
pany for the commissioned officers and non-commissioned 
officers. Paper work and correspondence forms an impor- 
tant part of the ‘“‘Manual,” and among other information 
the duties of aides-de-camp are explained, and there are 
chapters on post administration, customs of the service, 
and matters relating to fieid service are also given, as well 
as numerous other valuable miscellaneous information. 
The price of the book, bound in cloth, is $1.50 net, and the 
supplement is 50 cents. The latter can be had by sub- 
scription for three years for $1 in advance. 

In “The France of To-Day’’? (Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
New York. Price $1.50) Prof. Barrett Wendell has ac- 
complished a work of great value to every student of mod- 
ern French conditions. The impressions and estimates 
presented in this volume were acquired by the author dur- 
ing the year he served as a lecturer at the French uni- 
versities, and they are set forth with peculiar force, clear- 
ness and judicial frankness. Taken as a whole, this work 
affords a broadened and uplifting view of the social, lit- 
erary, educational, religious and domestic life of the 
French nation. The chapters, “The Revolution and Its 
Effects” and “The Republic and Democracy” are illumi- 
nating in the highest degree. 

“Fighting With Jack Barry,” by John T. McIntyre (J. 
B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia), is a rattling story of 
naval warfare in the days of Paul Jones and Jack Barry, 
which every American boy up to and including the age 
of sixty or seventy may read with the certainty of finding 
a thrill in every chapter. It is not only a stirring tale of 
sea fighting in the times when ships came into close quar- 
ters, but it contains much real information about the 
methods of such fighting which many never knew and few 
remember. Another work from the same_ publishers, 
“Reminiscences of a Soldier’s Wife,” by Ellen McGowan 
Biddle, will appeal strongly to survivors of the old Army. 
This book tells in a most interesting manner of the life 
of the soldier and his family on the frontier during the 
Indian troubles and before the days of the railway; also 
gives an account of the life of the Army officer in the 
South immediately after the war of the States, during 
the Reconstruction Period. Price $2. 


Moffatt, Yard and Ce.. New York, include in their re- 
cent publications “Rainy Day Diversions,’ by Carolyn 
Wells, who in this volume describes a large number of 
amusements of various sorts, including many tricks, 
games, etc., specially adapted for indoors. Price $1 

Two recent additions to the Grafton Historical Series, 
published by the Grafton Press, New York, are “In Old 
New York,” a series of sketches by Charles Burr Todd, 
originally published in the Evening Post in 1885, and 
“Qld Steamboat Days on the Hudson River,” by David 
Lear Buckman. These works are both of keen historic 
interest and deserve a most cordial welcome. 


Under the title, “Laid Up in Lavender,” Longmans, 
Green and Co., New York, publish a handsome volume 
containing twelve short stories by Stanley J. Weyman, 
which reveal that clever autho: ‘n new and various moods. 
Keach of these stories has its s,ecial motive and its sur- 
prise, all developed daintily ai} with skill. 

In “The Fruit of the Tree” (Charles Seribner’s Sons, 
New York) Edith Wharton has given a jolt to society 
quite as pronounced as that caused by the publication of 
her “House of Mirth,” just two years ago. The literary 
workmanship of this new story is thoroughly clever. The 
plot is intricate and absorbing, the character-drawing is 
artistic and forceful, and the work is admirably sustained. 
As a novel, it is worthy of the author’s best achieve- 
ments. And it possesses an added interest in that it 
squarely confronts the reader with the question whether 
euthanasia is justifiable. For her defense of the practice 
Mrs. Wharton has been severely criticised by the medical 
profession in terms which amount to the very best sort of 
advertising. As a “problem” novel, the story is an un- 
qualified success. 

‘ Owen Wister’s new beok, “The Seven Ages of Wash- 
ington” (J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia; price, $2), 
is a distinct and satisfying variation in the work of that 
accomplished writer. Mr. Wister’s theme is Washington 
the man rather than the soldier or statesman, and he 
divides it into seven ages or periods, each of which he 
treats knowingly, courageously, and with a sense of per- 
spective and proportion which entitles the work to a dis- 
tinct and honored place among the biographies of Wash- 
ington, 

_ “The Congo and Coasts of Africa,” by Richard Hard- 
ing Davis (Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York; price, 
$1.50), is a book of travel and adventure which, apart 
from its interest as such, is of large practical value in that 
it presents a careful study of commercial, political and 
racial conditions in a little known region of the world 
which is bound to beccme a subject of increasing im- 
portance in international negotiations. From the same 
publishers we have “Beau Brocade,” by Baroness Orezy, 
who relates a captivating story of a cashiered army officer 
who takes to the road and becomes a most chivalrous 
highwayman. _ “The True Patrick Henry,” by George 
Morgan, a spirited, sympathetic and’ most readable biog- 
raphy, though, perhaps, a trifle extravagant in its esti- 
mates of Henry’s greatness. “The Story of a Football 
Season,” an admirable beok of entertainment and instruc- 
tion, by George H. Brooke. Price, $1. “Home Life In All 
Lands,” a curious and edifying description of domestic 
and social life in mary countries, by Charles Morris. 
Trice, $1. “Francois Rabelais.” a biographical and crit- 
ical study, by Arthur Tilley, M.A. Price, $1.50. 

“Sectionalism Unmasked” is the title of a work recently 
published by Gen. Henry Edwin Tremain, U.S. Vols., the 
author of several works on the period of the Civil War 
in which he was an active participant, and who has been 
an observant and painstaking critic of the political events 
and trend since the great war. Observations and experi- 


ence have led him to conclude that there is more actual 
discrimination and class and caste distinctions in this 
country to-day than in ante-bellum days, in proof of 
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which he quotes from speeches, editorials, letters, pam- 
phlets and other documents and makes the story consecu- 
tive by weaving the whole into a book dealing with Sec- 
tionalism in its various and manifold forms and manifes- 
tations. ‘These pages,’ says the concluding chapter, 
“faintly exhibit the noxious spirit of sectionalism that 
has grown until its proportions have become a national 
menace and call for drastic treatment. * * * The 
conditions demand national grappling, so that it shall be 
settled once and for all time whether the Constitution, in 
letter or in spirit, may with impunity be nullified by eva- 
sion, avoidance or defiance ; or whether there is not power 
and authority in the nation to punish and to extirpate 
such abuses. Shall the court of last resort be the people 
of the whole United States, or shall it be the people of a 
section only? This presents an issue immediate and ir- 
repressible that cannot be concealed, evaded, avoided, dis- 
torted or escaped.’ The work is published by Bonnell, 
Silver and Co., New York. Price $1.25. 


There are some lines in E. C. Garrett’s “My Bunkie 
and Other Ballads,’ published by J. B. Lippincott and 
Co., which merit a thought as the Christmas season draws 
near. Mr. Garrett pleads strongly in these poems from 
the viewpoint of the “Regular Army man.” In a poem 
entitied ‘“‘An Exile,” he tells of the man serving in the 
East who 

‘* * * can’t describe the stillness 
Of the almost tropic day; 

He’s ’most forgotten there’s a land 
Where people really pray. 

He only knows the brazen heat, 
And the careless, calm dismay.

PHYSICAL TESTS FOR OFFICERS. 


G.O. 240, DEC. 4, 1907, WAR DEPT. 

The following is published to the Army for the information 
of all concerned: 

The White House, Washington, Dec. 2, 1907. 
To the Secretary of War: 

I desire due notice given to all officers concerned that here- 
after suitable physical tests to determine their fitness for 
active operations will annually be made of all field officers of 
the Army, under such regulations as you may prescribe. A 
sufficient number of the practice marches of cavalry, occurring 


qualified for active operations. 

Except when excused by higher authority, all officers should 
accompany their commands on the monthly practice marches, 
and reports should be required, naming in every case any who 
are unable or fail tv do so or fall out on the march, 

Appropriate action should be taken in the cases of all offi- 
cers found not qualified physically for active service. 

It is just as much the duty of all officers of the Army to 
adopt such measures and pursue such habits as will maintain 
a physical condition fit for active service as to cultivate their 
mind in fitting themselves for the intellectual duties of their 
profession. 

I should also like as much encouragement given to the culti- 
vation of horsemanship in the Army as may be practicable 
under the law, and likewise to have as many facilities for 
riding horseback as possible afforded to infantry captains on 
Government horses, until they have been made mounted offi- 
cers as in foreign armies.

Hereafter the warrants of non-commissioned efficers of the 
Signal Corps may be continued in force only when the soldier 
re-enlists on the day following that of discharge. If a non- 
commissioned officer or first-class private fails to re-enlist on 
the day following his discharge, but does so within thirty days 
from the date of discharge, he may upon re-enlistment be ap- 
pointed to the grade formerly held by him, or to a lower grade, 
as may be determined by the Chief Signal Officer of the Army. 

If, however, the commanding officer of a non-commissioned 
officer about to be discharged should not deem the continuance 
of his warrant to be for the best interest of the Service, he will 
communicate this fact, with his reasons, to the Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army at least three months prior to the date of the 
soldier's discharge, so as to give ample time for a decision, in* 
order that the soldier may be fully informed of this decision be- 
fore re-enlisting. 

In the future it is desired that furloughs granted to en- 
listed men of the Signal Corps stationed at Signal Corps posts 
conform to the following periods of time: 

To soldiers serving ig their first year, not to exceed twenty 
days and then only in case of emergency.

Rear Admiral Evans, U.S.N., in a special order to the 
officers of his command, says: “Many of the enlisted men 
who are to be ordered to the fleet in excess of comple- 
ment, for transportation to the west coast, are men who 
have been in the Service a very short time, their period 
of instruction at the training station having been abridged 
in order that they may go with the fleet.

Senator Hopkins, of Illinois, has interposed his objec- 
tion to the confirmation of Gen. J. B. Aleshire, who was 
in July appointed brigadier general and made Quarter- 
master General of the Army. This opposition to the con- 
firmation of a most worthy officer is ascribed to a promi- 
nent contractor, who has close business alliances with the 
East St. Louis Stock Yards Company. Last summer, 
having a contract of considerable proportions to furnish 
horses to the government, he was unable to get animals 
that would pass the inspection of the board. He finally 
appealed to General Aleshire to recall the board and ap- 
point another. This request was refused for good reasons. 
Secretary Taft ordered an officer from the Inspector 
General’s Department to go out and investigate and re- 
port, and his report is on file in the War Department. It 
is believed that when Senator Hopkins once sees this re- 
port he will drop the matter. The War Department au- 





thorities are somewhat anxious to have the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee ask for it, however, and it will be forth- 
coming speedily. 
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OUR OVERWORKED INFANTRY. 

Frankly speaking, there is little reason to hope for any 
legislation by the present Congress to increase the Army, 
yet the need of a considerable increase in the Infantry 
arm is so manifest that it should be supplied immediately, 
not merely in justice to individuals, but as a measure of 
economy and sound military policy. The organic struc- 
ture of our present military system contemplates a com- 
pact, symmetrical army, evenly balanced with respect to 
its several arms along the lines marked out by scientific 
study and practical experience. The Army as now con- 
stituted does not meet that requirement. To round it out to 
proportions contemplated when the present field service 
regulations were adopted an increase in the Infantry arm 
is absolutely essential. Opinions as to the extent of the in- 
crease needed vary. Major Jacob G. Galbraith, Acting 
Inspector General, in his report for 1907, expressed the 
opinion that ten additional regiments should be author- 
ized. Major Gen. Adolphus W. Greely, in his last annual 
report as commander of the Northern Division, gave it 
as his judgment that the increase should be twenty regi- 
ments, while Brig. Gen. Thomas H. Barry, commanding 
the Army of Cuban Pacification, holds that twenty-four 
regiments should be added, giving a total Infantry force 
of fifty-four regiments, which, with an increase of seven 
additional regiments of Field Artillery, making a total of 
thirteen, would provide an organization conforming to the 
requirements of a correctly balanced field Army. 

A favorite retort to the plea for an increase in the In- 
fantry or in other arms is that men cannot be obtained to 
keep the organizations already authorized up to their re- 
quired strength, and that consequently an increase in their 
number would be both ridiculous and futile. The reply 
to this is that in the opinion of officers of judgment and 
experience it would be easier to keep fifty-four regiments 
full than it is now to keep thirty regiments at their proper 
strength. The reasons for this belief are clear and sim- 
ple. With an increase to fifty-four regiments many of 
the disheartening conditions now present in the Service 
would be removed. Regiments would remain lenger at 
given stations and thus associations would be established 
such as attract men to the ranks and conduce to re-enlist- 
ment. Moreover, the heavy expense involved in frequent 
changes of station would be largely reduced, the resulting 
increase of contentment would tend to stimulate the regi- 
mental spirit and the Service would steadily rise in popu- 
larity. 

The Infantry arm is only five regiments stronger than 
it was in the years preceding the Spanish war, yet since 
that war our national responsibilities have enormously in- 
creased the work required of the Infantry, and of the 
whole Army, for that matter, so that at present the Amer- 
ican soldier has to face the prospect of spending half his 
active career in countries remote from his own. This for- 
eign service, as shown by harsh experience, means im- 
paired vitality, declining interest in the duties required, 
and consequently lessening efficiency in the Army as a 
whole. Naturally the larger part of the troops required 
for this foreign service comes from the Infantry, and 
therefore relief for that arm should be a matter of the 
first consideration. Some highly instructive statistics rel- 
ative to the work of the Infantry have been compiled by 
Capt. Preston Brown, Pay Dept., U.S.A., for the Journal 
of the Infantry Association. One of his tables concerns 
the service of the twenty-five Infantry regiments in exist- 
ence before the Spanish war for the nine years, April 1, 
1898, to March 31, 1907. The figures for five of these 
regiments are lacking. Those for the others show that 
during the nine-year period these regiments had an aver- 
age of eleven changes of station and traveled an average 
of 39,100 miles in making those changes. Each change 
of station involved 3,508 miles of travel. The average in- 
terval between changes was nine months and thirteen 
days. The average of time on foreign service was four 
years and ten months and the average time on home ser- 
vice was four years and two months. Figures relating 
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to three of the regiments organized in 1901 show that they 
have had an average of seven changes of station, involv- 
ing an average of 22,831 miles of travel, or an average of 
2,199 miles for each change, the interval between changes 
averaging ten months and two days. These regiments 
have had an average of two years, four months and ten 
days on foreign service, and three years, eight months and 
twenty days on home service. 

It is evident from the figures quoted that the Infantry 
is seriously overworked. It is also perfectly clear that 
the work required of the Infantry is more likely to in- 
crease than to decrease, and that unless relief is afforded 
in the form of additional regiments this arm is bound to 
suffer in zeal and efficiency. The routine work of the foot 
soldier has become more and more arduous in recent years 
and there is a growing belief that the limit of his endur- 
ance has been reached, or soon will be. If such is the 
fact concerning him as an individual it is true also of the 
unit to which he belongs. The question is whether there 
shall be relief or a breakdown. 
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PRESIDENT SCHURMAN’S PROTEST. 


We gladly make room in another column for a kindly 
letter from Dr. Jacob Gould Schurman, President of 
Cornell University, in reply to an article concerning 
himself which appeared in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
of Nov. 23. That article was based upon press reports 
of an address delivered by President Schurman before 
an assemblage of workingmen in Cooper Union, New 
York, in which he was quoted as declaring that “every 
dollar spent on the Army and Navy is lost to the pro- 
ductive capital of the world just as though it had been 
dropped in the ocean.’”? We took exception to that state- 
ment, and in sv doing ventured the opinion that it was of 
questionable soundness as an economic proposition. 

President Schurman’s reply to that criticism is il- 
luminating and helpful, though less conclusive than we 
wish it might lave been. He insists that we have mis- 
understood him, and if by that he means that he did not 
declare that money spent on the Army and Navy is lost 





to the productive capital of the world just as though it 


had been dropped into the ocean, both he and we are the 
victims of careless reporting by the daily press. It is to 
be regretted, however, that President Schurman did not 
specifically repudiate the expression attributed to him. 
Such a repudiation would have squared to a nicety with 
his welcome assurance that he considers armies and 
navies as quite as essential to the national peace and 
security,as courts and legislatures. 

It is evident from President Schurman’s letter that he 
considers the increase of expenditures on account of the 
Army and Navy in the last ten years as in some way re- 
sponsible for the present declining scale of industrial ac- 
tivity throughout the country. He states in fact that he 
sought to impress this view upon his Cooper Union audi- 
ence, and that he pointed out that whatever tended to 
lessen the volume of capital available for productive pur- 
poses has an unfavorable effect on the industries of the 
country. Yet his hearers might have truthfully replied 
that productive capital—the capital which is used to pro- 
duce other capital--is a creature of confidence, and the 
confidence which in recent years has so stimulated the 
development of cur material resources has had its origin 
in an intelligent popular belief that the nation is both 
able and ready to safeguard its interests at home and 
abroad. If the expansion of our military and naval 
strength has helped to inspire that confidence the money 
spent on the Army and Navy must be regarded as pro- 
ductive capital, and quite as distinctly so as if it had 
been used in the operation of factories or mills. Capital 
cannot guarantee its own security. Without the implied 
assurance that it will be protected by military strength, 
if necessary, it is the most timid and helpless of all assets. 
It is courageous only when it is secure, and it is secure 
only because it can be employed to transform military 
resources into military strength for its own protection. 
And to contend that capital thus employed to produce 
a condition of security is unproductive capital is as futile 
as to contend that money spent on a fire department to 
insure the safety of public and private property is also 
unproductive capital. 

The Army and Navy are, primarily, constructive and 
conservative forces. Their larger purpose is to afford 
thorough security for the productive enterprises of the 
nation. The capital invested in the military services is 
not wasted nor lost. It is kept in motion as steadily 
as the money used in the operations of a manufacturing 
establishment, and it is disbursed very largely in the form 
of wages. It may not create visible property, it may not 
add to the material wealth of the country, but it pro- 
duces conditions without which the tangible assets of the 
people would be insecure and of diminishing value. The 
Army has heen the pioneer of American civilization and 
national growth. It has led every forward step in the de- 
velopment of the republic and the record of its services in 
behalf of liberty and progress is the noblest chapter of 
our history as a nation. The Navy, now advanced to a 
place among the noblest fleets that ride the sea, has been 
the advance agent of American commerce, and the mis- 
sionary of peace and good-will among nations. The 
money spent on it has not been lost, but remains a profit- 
able. and honorable investment in the interests of peace, 
security for productive enterprise and national self-re- 
spect. 

The expenditure of what President Schurman terms 
non-productive capital probably reaches a larger volume 
in Germany than in any other nation, yet if the German 


people were required to declare by the ballot whether 
they should abolish their great universities or their army 
and navy the chances are that they would vote to keep 
the army and navy. And for this reason, that in spite 
of the undeniably heavy burden which they impose upon 
the taxpayers, both military services are powerful con- 
tributors to the industrial and commercial strength of 
the empire. Under a system of compulsory military ser- 
vice Germany sends into the army and navy every year 
a vast body of selected young men who undergo a thor- 
ough and comprehensive training, both physical and men- 
tal, and who, on the expiration of their term of enlist- 
ment, return to civil life healthy, thrifty, sober, obedi- 
ent, respectful and qualified in the highest degree for the 
practical activities of industrial life. The knowledge they 
have acquired becomes an addition to the commonwealth. 
It is invisible but real. The money spent in acquiring it 
is a national investment in good citizenship and industrial 
efficiency, and is worth far more than it costs. Yet Presi- 
dent Schurman would probably define the funds thus ex- 
pended as non-produttive capital. 

President Schurman’s assurances of his appreciation 
of the Army and Navy and his high estimate of the value 
of the military course conducted at Cornell, are exceeding- 
ly gratifying. We only wish that in his discussion of 
military service in its relation to industrial economy he 
might make it a little clearer that capital spent in main- 
taining the conditions which alone can safeguard the na- 
tional peace upon which our industrial prosperity depends 
neither exhausts itself nor is lost. 
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VOLUNTEER OFFICERS SEEK RETIREMENT. 

The committee of Volunteer officers of the Civil War 
who are seeking to obtain the passage of an act of 
Congress placing them on the retired list of the Army, 
in a circular setting forth their claims to this considera- 
tion, say: “It is a well known fact, that since the close 
of the Civil War, it has been the settled policy of Con- 
gress to make great discriminations against Volunteer 
officers who served with credit in said war as compared 
with the treatment accorded officers of the Regular 





_Army of the same rank, who served in the same war. 


We consider it a patriotic duty devolving upon the sur- 
viving officers of Volunteers of the Civil War to call 
public attention to this singular injustice and to make 
united and unceasing efforts during life, to have Con- 
gress enact laws removing these discriminations; this 
not alone in our own interest, but to prevent the enforce- 
ment of similar discriminations against those officers of 
Volunteers who may in the future be called out to de- 
fend the honor of the country.’”’ The committee cite as 
precedents the Act of May 15, 1828, placing the surviv- 
ing officers of the Continental Army upon the full pay 
of their rank, not exceeding that of captain of Cavalry; 
the Act of June 7, 1832, giving all the surviving Con- 
tinentals, sailors and marines of the Revolutionary 
army who served two years, full pay during life. The 
committee say: “In respect to the officers of the Revo- 
lutionary Army, whether of the Continental line, or 
State troops, Volunteers or Militia, regard was paid to 
rank. But in respect to officers of Volunteers of the 
Civil War rank has been ignored. As between officers 
of the Regular and Volunteer forces a great discrimina- 
tion has been made; officers of the Regular Army have 
as above shown been granted increased rank and retired 
pay on the ground that they ‘served with credit during 
the Civil War’; while no respect is paid to rank of offi- 
cers of Volunteers of the Civil War, however important 
their military service.” 

This committee further cites the various acts for 
the benefit of Regular officers on the retired list who 
served duripg the Civil War, and say: ‘The Volunteer 
officers do not complain that too much has been done in 
recognition of the services during the Civil War of offi- 
cers of the Regular Army and Navy; but they do com- 
plain that too little has been done in recognition of the 
services of Volunteer officers in that greatest war of the 
world. The Volunteer Army preserved the Union. Thus 
it is seen that Congress has imputed great merit to ser- 
vice in the Civil War when performed by an officer hold- 
ing a commission in the Regular Army or Navy. But 
no equivalent recognition during the past forty-two years 
has been accorded the officers of Volunteers who served 
with credit during the Civil War.” After the Revolu- 
tion, Generals Gates, Clark, Steuben, Muhlenburg, Mer- 
cer, Scott, Stevens, Lawson, Woodford, Weedon, Greaton, 
Heath, Huntington, Hand, Hage, Irving, Knox, Moul- 
trie, McIntosh, Putnam, Stark, St. Clair, Wooster, Reed, 
Parsons, and others received grants of land. The long 
list of officers who receive such grants as a _ recogni- 
tion of their military services in the Revolutionary War 
contains the names of men in each of the thirteen states. 
None were neglected. The grants to some of the princi- 
pal officers varied between 10,000 and 17,500 acres. In 
April, 1861, the Regular Army consisted of 15,215 offi- 
cers and enlisted men. In June, 1863, the year of 
Gettysburg and Vicksburg, of 1,844 officers and 22,915 
enlisted men, and in April, 1865, at the time of General 
Lee’s surrender, the strength of the Regular Army was 
only 1,605 officers and 20,706 enlisted men, while the 
tota! volunteer enlistment of officers and men for the 
Civil War was 2,731,519, and reduced to a three years’ 
basis, 2,228,488. Our population in 1905 was seven 
times what it was in 1830; our money in circulation 
thirty times and the ordinary receipts: of the Government 
twenty-two times, 











ARMY PRACTICE RIDES. 

As will be seen by an order appearing elsewhere in this 
number, the President is not done with the subject of 
practice rides. He has now directed the Seeretary of 
War to require for all field officers of the Army annual 
practice rides of ninety miles under the conditions of 
forced march at the rate of thirty miles a day for three 
days in succession. This means that a part of the ride 
each day must be made with the officer dismounted lead- 
ing his horse at a trot and himself running. Thus the 
practice ride becomes not only a ride, but smart sprint. 
Officers who cannot ride and those who cannot run will 
thus be caught in the horsemanship and footrace tests 
and become fit food for the retiring board. The President 
holds that the government has the right to expect able- 
bodied officers in its Army. Junior officers, who have kept 
in training and who have not by their manner of living 
put themselves out of the running, welcome such a test. 
It is said that the President does not intend to allow 
even brigadier generals to escape the horsemanship test, 
and that sooner or later it will be prescribed for them. 
There is some criticism of the fact that the President has 
excepted the Coast Artillery from the present order. There 
is assurance, however, that later there will be ample op- 
portunity for the officers of that branch of the Service to 
show what they can do on the back of a horse. The 
President has no intention of showing partiality in the 
horsemanship tests and he believes that they will tend 
greatly to the improvement of the Service by bringing 
younger and more physically vigorous officers to the front. 
It is certainly a method of selection which, when fairly 
applied, is at least free from the charge of favoritism. 

Perhaps the most significant and startling idea in the 
President’s letter is the intimation that he is in favor of 
having all Infantry captains mounted, as in foreign arm- 
ies, the object being to have those officers in fresh condi- 
tion when time for action arrives. This is a phase of the 
mounted pay question worthy of encouragement. 

For the most part officers who are eligible for practice 
rides approve of them and will take them with a zest that 
would delight the eyes of the most strenuous athlete. The 
aftermath of retirement cases before the board, of which 
Gen. J. M. K. Davis is president, creates some soreness, 
but it is as nothing compared with the pervasive joy that 
may be felt by those who will feel themselves gradually 
impelled upward a few files or possibly hurled from one 
grade to another. They argue that the Army is becoming 
more and more a perfect fighting machine with officers in 
every grade who can if needs be ride a horse for training 
and for duty. After all, they say, this is what Army offi- 
cers are for, and the President is doing a duty in weeding 
out what would be simply unavailable material in time 
of war. This argument one may hear everywhere, and it 
has weight or is trivial according as you are on one or 
the other side of the deadly line of consequences. 
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Senator Warren regards the prospects as favorable to 
the passage of the pay bill this session. The fact that 
there has for years been difficulty in getting suitable non- 
commissioned officers is to his mind one of the strongest 
reasons why there should be some amendment of Army 
pay. “I am not inclined to think,” said Mr. Warren this 
week, “that the possibility of financial disturbance, which 
we now have good reason to believe will not become a 
realization, will afford any advantage in the matter of 
getting good men for the Army. I do not like to think 
that we get our best Army material because of hard 
times. We have for years, as a matter of fact, had diffi- 
culty in getting the right sort of material for non-com- 
missioned officers. The pay has been too small compared 
with the qualities of men in similar duties elsewhere. 
That is a very strong argument for increasing the pay. 
The departmental bill seems to be a well-digested measure 
and very little amendment, if any at all, would be re- 
quired to make it acceptable to both Houses of Congress. 
1 think it may be taken as a reasonable probability that 
Congress will pass a pay bill of some sort on general 
principles this session.” 
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The movement to develop a naval base on the Pacific 
coast as a consequence of the movement of the battleship 
fleet has taken shape in the form of proposed legislation 
introduced by Representative Hayes, of California, to 
provide for a commission to select a location for a naval 
station on San Francisco Bay and for a drydock and re- 
pair station at San Diego. 
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yeneral Elliott, who is noted for his homely common- 
sense and his practical methods of accomplishing results, 
has surpassed himself by devising a way to send a detach- 
ment of marines to the Philippines without paying for it. 
Usually it is the practice to send marines going to the 
Islands overland to San Francisco, where they take the 
transport. General Elliott has ordered 150 marines to be 
distributed in the sixteen battleships when they start for 
the Pacific, and they will be met at Magdalena Bay by 
the Buffalo and taken to San Francisco to take the trans- 
port.

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THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS. 


The first session of the Sixtieth Congress of the United 
States, marking the one hundred and eighteenth milestone 
in the history of government by the people under the Con- 
stitution, began its session in Washington at noon, Mon- 
day, December 2, 1907. In the Senate the proceedings 
were limited to the calling of the rol] and the swearing in 
of twenty-nine Senators-elect. The proceedings of Tues- 
day in the Senate were confined to the reading of the 
President’s Message and the consideration of nominations 
in Executive session. “a r 

It is expected that before long the Military Affairs 
Committee of the Senate will make a report on its in- 
vestigation of the Brownsville affray and that Senators 
Foraker, Isulkeley and Scott will sign a minority report 
declaring that they do not consider the guilt of the negro 
soldiers established, while the remaining members of the 
committee, including five Republicans and four Demo- 
crats, will subscribe to a report declaring that the evi- 
dence clearly establishes the fact that the shooting was 
done by the negro soldiers, but that the committee has 
found it quite inipossible to fix the guilt on any individual. 

No business was transacted in the House in the first 
two days beyond disposing of some routine matters, the 
reading of the President’s Message and the receipt of 
2.972 bills, 2.696 of them private bills. Joseph G. Can- 
non, of Illinois, was again elected Speaker by a party 
vote of 2U7 to 154 votes cast for the Democratic candi- 
date, John Sharp Williams, of Mississippi. The other 
officers elected were as follows: Alexander McDowell, 
Pennsylvania, clerk; Henry Casson, Wisconsin, sergeant- 
at-arms; Frank B. Lyon, New York, doorkeeper; S. A. 
Langum, Minnesota, postmaster; Henry N. Couden, Mich- 
igan, chaplain. 

Few of the bills have any chance of passage and most 
of them simply represent the “views” of Congressmen on 


public questions. Legislation will be determined by 
Speaker Cannon and_ the principal _ committees, who 
will strive to keep legislation within the limits of 


conservatism and economy. There is little prospect of 
any legislation beyond the passage of the appropriation 
bills and possibly some measures of financial legislation. 

The estimates are $77,479,819 more than last year and 
$56,220,646 in excess of the appropriations, as follows:

The largest increase of all under the head of public 
works is for fortifications and defenses, the estimates eall- 
ing for $38,443,945, as against only $6,861,883 last year. 
There is an increase of nearly $8,000,000, or about 40 per 
cent., for rivers and harbors; one of more than $8,000,000 
for military posts, one of $9,000,000 (three times as large 
as last vear’s figures) for navy yards and _ stations and 
several jess important increases under the Navy Depart- 
ment. . 

Describing the scene in the House at the opening of the 
session, the New York Evening Post says: “The enthu- 
siasm on the floor of the chamber before the clerk’s gavel 
fell at noon was really remarkable. Men who are known 
to hate each other, actively and continuously, exchanged 
vocal kisses, shook hands and swapped yarns, and Repub- 
licans and Democrats fraternized like members of the lost 
tribes just getting home. Regretfully, from the viewpoint 
of the local florist, and the constant complimenter, Speak- 
er Cannon's anti-flower ordinance, promulgated several 
years ago, was enforced to the letter. Greeks bearing 
gifts thronged the corridors and flocked around the doors 
of the chamber, but got no nearer. W hen protests were 
made, they were told by unfeeling doorkeepers to go to 
the nearest cemetery and there deposit their floral tributes 
on the graves of the deserving, but forgotten.”

The Republican majority in the House stands now at 
fifty-seven, as against a majority of 114 at the opening 
of the Fifty-ninth Congress. The Senate is two-thirds 
Republican for the first time in a generation, though on 
the admission of two Democratic Senators from Oklahoma 
and the election of a Republican Senator from Rhode Isl- 
and the Republicans will have a permanent majority of 
one vote shcrt of two-thirds. 

Representative Capron, of Rhode Island, has lost no 
time in getting the graded pay bill before Congress and 
the country. He introduced the measure the first day of 
the session and it will be known as House Bill No. 2 “ae. 
Capron takes so much interest in the matter that he came 
to Washington a week before the opening of the session 
and made arrangements with the clerks of the House that 
his bill should be endorsed and printed as nearly the first 
measure introduced as possible. As it was in the box 
with over 2,000 others, this was no easy matter to con- 
trol. It was done, however, and the bill was the second to 
get into the legislative hopper and on its way, let it be 
hoped, to the statute books. Senator Dick was fortunate 
in accomplishing practically the same thing in the Sen- 
ate. Owing to a precedent of long standing Senator Frye 
was the first Senator to be recognized to introduce bills, 
and a measure of his became No. 1, but Senator Dick’s 
bill was soon introduced and will be known as Senate Bill 
No. 27. The zeal shown by these two distinguished gen- 
tlemen in bringing the bill before Congress is a hopeful 
Sig) . . . 
Ruban Frye has introduced a bill to reorganize the 
Revenue Cutter Service. This measure would advance 
the chief of the Service to the grade corresponding in 
rank to colonel and the chief of engineers to that of ma- 
jor, and would add a new grade corresponding to second 

jeutenant.

THE GRADED PAY BILL. 

H.R. 2, Mr. Capron.—To equalize and fix the pay of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Revenue Cutter Service, and 
for other purposes. Be it enacted, etc., That hereafter the 
pay and allowances, except forage and mileage, which shall be 
governed by existing law, of officers on the active list, of 
the Navy, Marine Corps and Revenue Cutter Service, shall be 
the same in every respect, according to rank and length of 
service, as the pay and allowances of officers of corresponding 
rank and length of service on the active list of the Army. 

Sec. 2. That the pay of officers of the Army on the active 
list is hereby increased as follows: Of generals and lieutenant 
generals, ten per centum; of major generals and brigadier 
generals, fifteen per centum; of colonels, lieutenant colonels, 
and majors, twenty per centum; of captains, first lieutenants 
and second lieutenants, twenty-five per centum; and the pay 
of cadets at the Military Academy, of midshipmen and war- 
rant officers of the Navy, and of cadets of the line of the 
Revenue Cutter Service is hereby in+sreased twenty-five per 
centum: Provided, That section 1267 of the Revised Statutes 
is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. That the provisions of section 1569 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States are hereby extended so as to 
apply to the pay of all enlisted men of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Revenue Cutter Service. 

Sec. 4. That the pay of all officers, warrant officers and en- 
listed men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and the Revenue 
Cutter Service, on the retired lists, shall hereafter be based 
on the pay, as herein provided for, of officers, warrant offi- 
cers and enlisted men of corresponding rank and service on 
the active lists. 

Sec. 5. That nothing herein contained shall be construed 
so as to reduce the pay or allowances now authorized by law 
for any officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man on either the 
active or retired list, and all laws or parts of laws incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

H.R. 501, Mr. Bonynge.—To provide for the settlement of 
certain claims of officers and enlisted men of the Army for 
the loss or destruction, without fault or negligence on their 
part of property belonging to them in the military service of 
the United States. 

H.R. 538, Mr. Wiley.—Authorizing the construction upon 
the military reservation at Fort Morgan, Ala., of a suitable 
building for the use and accommodation of the customs ser- 
vice. 

H.R. 548, Mr. Wiley.—To add a corps of dental surgeons to 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy, not to ex- 
ceed the proportion of one to one thousand and not to exceed

ARMY ORDNANCE NOTES. 


A report has been made from the various arsenals of 
new work undertaken, of modifications in supplies for 
the Service and of experiments and tests made by the 
Ordnance Board during the months of September and Oc- 
tober, 1907. At the Frankford Arsenal the manufacture 
of 612 fuze setters has been commenced, and the friction 
pellet of drill primers has been redesigned to insure ad- 
herence of the friction composition to the smokeless pow- 
der cylinder, One hundred pellets of the new design will 
be sent to the Sandy Hook Proving Ground, after three 
months’ storage, for a firing test. The manufacture of 
twenty-three Covington range rods has been undertaken, 
and a new design of thickness of wall calibers, consisting 
of a U-shaped casting and a movable measuring pin has 
heen approved for manufacture, in place of the old eccen- 
tricity calibers. It has the advantages of greater wieldi- 
ness, cheapness and rigidity. 

At the Rock Island Arsenal work is being done on an 
experimental farrier’s and horseshoer’s pack outfit. This 
consists of the English model pack with boxes designed to 
carry veterinary supplies and other small equipments. A 
pouch for carrying the rear sight of the Maxim gun in use 
by the machine gun platoons has been designed. It is to 
be fastened to the gun hangers. The manufacture of 
spare wheel hub covers is in progress, for issue to the 
Service. A pouch for first aid packet has also been de- 
vised. This is similar to the old pouch, except it has a 
new form of hook. 

At the Springfield Armory tests have been made of the 
drift of the United States magazine rifle, caliber .30, 
model of 1903, using 1906 amunition with 2,700 f.s. ve- 
locity at 58 feet from muzzle. As a result of firings con- 
ducted, a tracing has been forwarded to the Ordnance 
Office showing proposed leaf graduations for the rear sight 
for the model of 1903 rifle, and these graduations have 
heen approved. 

At the Watertown Arsenal there is being manufactured 
for Sandy Hook Proving Ground one experimental floor 
pedestal and mounting for observation telescope and one 
ceiling bracket for observation telescope. 

At Watervliet Arsenal the construction is under way of 
a testing plant for the testing of nineteen pairs of 21-inch 
submerged torpedo tubes under manufacture for the U. 
S. Navy. A 4-inch sub-caliber saluting gun adapted to 
8-inch rifle, model of 1888, is also being made. ‘Tools 
and boring bar for taper boring of guns in connection 
with the insertion of a full-length liner in 6-inch Vickers- 
Maxim gun have been designed and made.

TORPEDO FLOTILLA OFF TO PACIFIC. 

The U.S. Second Torpedo Flotilla, consisting of the tor- 
pedoboat destroyers Whipple, Truxtun, Lawrence, Stew- 
art, Hopkins, and Hull, under command of Lieut. Hutch 
I. Cone, left Norfolk, Va., at 2:40 p.m., Dec. 1, on its 
15,000-mile voyage to San Francisco. The first port will 
he at San Juan, where the flotilla is due on Dee. 7. 

_ Owing to unavoidable delay in getting her ready, the 
hig supply and refrigerator ship Arethusa, Comdr. Albert 
W. Grant, which is to convoy the flotilla to the Pacific, 
will not sail until Dec. 9. The Arethusa will join the 
flotilla at Trinidad between Dec. 15 and 23. he Are- 
thusa carries supplies of all kinds for the flotilla, includ- 
ing some spare machinery, in the event of a breakdown. 
The destroyers, in addition to the 180 tons of coal in their 
bunkers, each carries some twenty or more tons of coal 
on deck, and will easily make San Juan without the need 








of additional eoal or other supplies. From Trinidad the 
Arethusa will accompany the flotilla on the voyage until 
San Francisco is reached, about May 2, 1908. 

The flotiila will be met by the battleships under Rear 
Admiral Evans at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, between Jan. 
15 and 20. The destroyers, though capable of steaming 
27 or 29 knots an hour, under favorable conditions, will 
only proceed at the rate.of ten and a half knots an hour. 
This low rate of speed will be maintained for comfort 
aboard ship, and also for the reason that the Arethusa’s 
speed is only a little better than 10 knots. 

Lieutenant Cone, the flotilla commander, it is interest- 
ing to note, was aboard the destroyer Dale on the 16,000- 
mile voyage to Manila, several years ago. The six de- 
stroyers in this flotilla carry a complement of three offi- 
cers and seventy-two men each. The following are the 
officers on each vessel :

The destroyers vary in length from 238 feet 9 inches to 
248 feet, and have displacement ready for sea fully 
equipped of from 408 tons to 433.

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THE INFANTRY AND THE PAY BILL. 


Milford, Pa., Nov. 26, 1907. 
To THE EpITorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Will you permit me to join the throng of “opinion 
expression” anent Army legislation this winter? I have 
watched in vain for an expression of opinion from the 
youngsters of the Infantry, but they seem to have been 
singularly backward in giving voice to their beliefs. We 
all have opinions on these matters. We represent the 
future of the Infantry, and to us will come home to roost 
the chicken now being hatched in Washington. 

It is indeed a splendid thing in the older Infantry 
officer; I speak now of those above the rank of captain, 
to come forward and call attention to their wrongs, but 
we must bear in mind that the causes for complaint 
they represent are of the past, in so far as they them- 
selves are concerned. 

During the last year and a half, at maneuvers and in 
Cuba, I have had an opportunity of discussing the pay 
question with a large number of officers representing all 
branches of the Service, including the National Guard. 
I have yet to meet an officer, now enjoying the present 
advantages of mounted pay, who does not freely and 
frankly admit that the extra compensation for mounted 
Officers should be an allowance, and not a part of the 
pay proper subject to longevity increase; but they all 
ask us to lay aside our just grievances and help them 
get an adequate pay increase through Congress, after 
which we can have the inequalities regulated, as they 
surely will be, if our claims be just. I have been in- 
formed that there is an effort making in some quarters 
to draw the National Guard officers into the controversy, 
and this we object to. We appreciate the honor done us 
by our seniors in taking up the fight, but I am con- 
vinced that a careful and thorough eanvas of all the 
juniors in the Infantry would show an overwhelming 
disposition to accept the graded pay bill as it stands. 
We are the class most affected, and we are the ones 
most needing the increased pay. Opposition to the bill 
will tend to its defeat, and thus will deprive us of our 
just dues, but, still move, it will prevent our being able 
to at last recognize the men who form the backbone of 
the Army—the over-worked, under-paid, non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

If the splendid energy of some of our senior Infantry 
officers, now concentrated on this issue, can only be 
swung around to an interest in the proposed Infantry 
increase, there is no calculating the educational work 
that can be accomplished, even in the limited time at 
our disposal. We of the Infantry must go before the 
general public and Congress and convince them that the 
surgeons are correct in their claim that their fathers, 
and brothers, cousins, sweethearts and friends must not 
have more than two years in the tropics, to be followed 
by four years at home. We must explain to them that 
this cannot be carried into effect without a material in- 
crease of Infantry. They must be made to see that an 
increase means the saving and prolonging of lives. Let 
us leave the technical side of the increase in the hands 
of our great strategists—it is safer there. 

Let me cite the attitude of one Infantry colonel: He, 
in common with his officers, had it indicated to him that 
an expression of opinion on the proposed pay bill by 
the regiment was desired, by a committee, I believe, of 
Infantry officers. He notified his officers that there 
would be no expression of opinion by the officers of that 
regiment, as such, on the bill prepared and approved by 
the Government, unti] he, as colonel, was called upon 
by the War Department for such expression of opinion— 
and there has been none! 

In closing let me make it clear that I represent no 
body of men;.I am a member of no ‘‘committee,”’ or the 
like, but I believe I do voice the sentiment of the young- 
sters. I desire to make it clear also that I am not cast- 
ing reflections upon individuals, but rather upon an 
“attitude.” I admire all the seniors with whom we 
disagree. Let us “get together” with our brothers of 
the other branches of the Service, and by our unselfish- 
ness once again demonstrate that we place the general 





welfare of all above the individual injustice to the 
young Infantry officers, but above all let it be distinctly 
understood that we arbitrarily and unqualifiedly comba 
the claim that the “obstructionists’ represent the Infan- 
try!

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A very enjoyable farewell banquet and ball was given 
by the crews of the U.S.S. Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
Louisiana, Alabama, Ohio, Yankton and Glacier on the 
night of Nov. 29, at Stauch’s dancing palace, Coney 
Island, New York city. About 1,200 sailors and guests 
were present. It was purely an invitation event for the 


guests, and the crews of the vessels went down in their 
pockets liberally to make the celebration a success. Each 
woman guest as she entered the pavilion was presented 
with a souvenir, which consisted of a powder puff with 
a looking glass attachment, and also received a bouquet. 
The hall was prettily decorated with American flags, and 
at its further end electric lights formed the words “U.S. 
Atlantic Fleet.” The grand march was led by Gunners’ 
Mate N. D. Connelly, of the Rhode Island, who also 
acted as consort to Miss Helen Dempsey. There were 
twenty-four inspiring dances, and at midnight there was 
a banquet, the bill of fare ef which was as follows: 
Cocktail A la U.S. Atlantic Fleet; blue points, mock 
turtle A l’Anglaise, gherkins, olives; Kennebec salmon, 
Hollandaise, French fried potatoes; filet mignon with 
mushrooms; roast Philadelphia capon, mashed potatoes; 
Neapolitan ice cream, cake, coffee. _ The arrangement 
committee was: B. Schumacher, chairman, C.Q.M., U. 
S.S. Connecticut; W. Schwerin, C.B.M., USS. Ohio; 
G. C. Lane, Q.M. second class, U.S.S. Connecticut. The 
floor manager was W. Collins, C.Q.M., U.S.S. Alabama, 
and his assistant was A. F. Goodrich, Q.M., second class, 
U.S.S. Rhode Island. Everything passed off without a 
hitch, and as merry as a marriage bell. 

The U.S.S. Vesuvius was placed out of commission at 
the navy yard, Boston, Mass., on. Nov. 27, 1907. The 
Brooklyn has been ordered placed in reserve at the navy 
yard, League Island, Pa. The Miantonomoh has been 
ordered placed out of commission at the navy yard, 
League Island, Pa. 

The battleship Minnesota was docked at the navy yard, 
New York, at 4:30 a.m., Dec. 3, to have her hull cleaned 
and painted, searchlights being used. This was necessary 
in order to rush the work, and it is said to be the first 
time docking by searchlight has been done at the yard. 

Comdr. Charles I’. Pond, U.S.N., commanding the ie. 
S.S. Buffalo, has given to the Bremerton Searchlight an 
interesting account of the recent cruise of that vessel in 
Arctie waters. The Buffalo left the Puget Sound Navy 
Yard Aug. 16 and arrived at the Pribilof Islands Aug. 24. 
“From that day until Sept. 11,” says Commander Pond, 
“we were actively engaged cruising around the sealing 
zone, boarding three Japanese sealing schooners and one 
Canadian schooner, the Dora Seiwerd. - The latter vessel 
had not been boarded since 1894, although engaged in 
sealing ever since that time. Under the regulation of the 
Paris tribunal of arbitration agreed to Aug. 15, 1893, no 
American, British or Canadian sealers are allowed to 
pursue their occupations within sixty miles of the Pribilof 
Islands at any time, but that restriction does not apply 
to the Japanese sealers, who are governed only by the in- 
ternational three-mile limit. The Japanese sealers board- 
ed were all found to be engaged in legitimate sealing out- 
side the three-mile limit. The Canadian sealer which 
was boarded, was found to be just on the edge of the 
sixty-mile limit, but had innocently drifted into the po- 
sition, having been hove to for some twelve hours. There 
being no evidence of sealing within the prescribed limit 
she was not seized.” 

Gunner’s Mate H. N. Piro committed suicide on board 
the battleship Connecticut at the navy yard, New York, 
Dec. 3, by shooting himself with a revolver in the head. 
Piro was a Russian and had served three enlistments in 
the Navy. ° 

As an evidence of the value of submarine signals, it is 
interesting to note that five big trans-Atlantic steamers 
which entered the port of New York in the thick fog that 
prevailed on Noy. 21 and 22, report their experience with 
submarine signals. The French line steamship La Savoie, 
when she ran in the fog, began listening for the subma- 
rine bell on Nantucket Shoals lightship; heard it clearly 
four minutes later, 45 degrees to port; shaped her 
course accordingly, and ran for Sandy Hook, which bell 
she picked up at a distance of three miles, and entered 
New York harbor. The commanders say that all vessels 
should be equipped to receive submarine signals in order 
to protect them from disaster. On the afternoon of Nov. 
22 the Hamburg-American steamship Patricia got the 
Nantucket Shoals bell about ten miles out, and was able 
to shape her course so as not to approach the light vessel 
nearer tha. nine miles. The steamship Moltke, also of 
the Hamburg-American line, leaving New York for Medi- 
terranean ports, got Sandy Hook bell at a distance of five 
miles, and went on her eastward way. The White Star 
steamship Baltic heard the Fire Island 1 when eleven 
miles distant, and two hours later picked up Sandy Hook 
at about the same distance. The Cunard steamship Mau- 
retania, on her first trip, while feeling her way through 
the fog, heard the Sandy Hook bell at a distance of twelve 
and a half miles, and ran slowly up to the lightship. She 
heard the bell for an hour before she heard the whistle. 
An air signal is uncertain; it is often absolutely mislead- 
ing; it may be heard at five miles and lost at two miles: 
but such distances as the five steamships report on Fri- 
day last cannot possibly be equaled by the best air signals 
ever invented. It is a great load off a captain’s mind 
when he hears the signal from the marine bell. 

The U.S.S. Arethusa was placed out of service as an 
auxiliary (merchant complement) at the Norfolk Yard 
on Nov. 29, 1907, and immediately placed in commission 
with a naval complement. 

The sentence in the court-martial of Edward D. Lewis, 
a negro coal passer on the Rhode Island, for stabbing and 
killing Anthony Ray Noy. 6, has been approved by Sec- 
retary Metcalf and the man will be confined in the Con- 
necticut state prison at hard labor for ten years. It was 
shown at the trial that Lewis did not mean to kill Ray, 
but another man, and that the stabbing was done in a 
general mix-up. 

Lieut. Comdr. Benjamin B. McCormick, U.S.N., who has 
been stationed at Brooklyn as inspector of ordnance at 
the works of E. W. Bliss, has been selected as ordnance 
officer on the Mississippi and will make the voyage around 
to the Pacific. Lieutenant Commander McCormick is 
one of the most efficient ordnance officers in the Navy, 
and Rear Admiral Mason has been reluctant to allow him 
to be taken from his present assignment. 

The old monitor Miantonomoh, the Canonicus and the 
Texas, which have been interesting features of the James- 
town Exposition, were ordered from that station Dec. 1, 
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The Miantonomoh is to be sent to the League Island Yard 
to be put out of commission; the Canonicus and the 
Texas have been put out of commission at the Norfolk 
Yard, and the Brooklyn in reserve at the New York Yard. 

The U.S. cruisers Tennessee and Washington, under 
the command of Rear Admiral Sebree, arrived at Callao, 
Peru, Dec. 5, on their way to San Francisco. The health 
conditions on both vessels are excellent. They will re- 
main for a week to take on coal. The vessels received and 
sent mails. At noon Admiral Sebree transferred his flag 
to the Tennessee. 

The Bureau of Navigation received a telegram Dec. 2 
saying that the battleship Nebraska, in her final accept- 
ance trial on the Pacific coast off Puget Sound, made a 
» sag of 18.88 knots under forced draught for a period of 
six hours.

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THE ARMY-NAVY GAME. 


By a score ef 6-0 the Navy conquered the Army on Satur- 
day, Nov. 80, in the annual struggle for football supremacy, 
the game being played on the University of Pennsylvania's 
grounds at Franklin Field, Philadelphia. 

The game was tense throughout, and the brilliant and 
notable audience of 27,000 people thrilled with partisanship. 
The North and South stands rippled like wind-blown grass at 
every good play of their respective favorites, while from 
their centers compact masses of blue or grey rent the air 
alternately with sharp, well-drilled cheers. It was not per- 
fect football. Few of the forward passes and other maneuv- 
ers of the ‘‘new game’’ were executed with success, and 
the Army fumbled in a way that suggested the nervousness 
consequent from over-training. But there was no abatement 
in suspense to the very end. It was clean, hard, gritty foot- 
ball throughout, with every man doing his utmost and a 
little more besides. 

Promptly at 2 o'clock play began. ‘The Navy chose to 
defend the east goal, West Point kicking off. Beavers got 
in such a tremendous drive that the ball sailed far over the 
goal line, so that Douglas had to punt it out from his 20- 
yard line. His kick was fumbled by Mountford, the latter 
being heavily thrown by DeMott on the Army’s 50-yard line. 
The Navy’s defense proved impregnable, and a kicking duel 
began in which Douglas and Beavers alike did brilliant work. 

Running with the ball proved unsuccessful, and forward 
passes by Beavers gained nothing. The ball changed hands 
and moved up and down the field with varying success. 
Mountford ran back to kick forty yards to the Navy’s 47-yard 
line, but West Point was soon forced to kick. The play was 
even for a while until, on a fake kick, Douglas dashed for 
the Army's right end. A wall of interference preceded him 
and he never stopped running until Captain Smith, with a 
fiying tackle, hurled him flat on his face on the Army’s 8- 
yard line. 

This forty yard run was practically the turning of the 
tide, but the soldiers were game and put up such a stiff de- 
fense that when the ball had been carried to the 5-yard line 
by Jones, Douglas tried a forward pass. It was a weak at- 
tempt, the ball being caught on the 10-yard line by Weeks. 
3eavers kicked out and Douglas made the catch and was 
hustling back at top speed when he suddenly dropped the 
ball. A rough and tumble scrimmage for its possession fol- 
lowed, but Dague was the quickest in the bunch and fell on 
it out of bounds at the center of the field. 

Right here came a play fatal to West Point. Douglas 
booted the ball in the air and far over the heads of the 
struggling players. Mountford gauged the leather’s descent 
perfectly as he stood on his 25-yard line, but when the ball 
had settled in his arms he dropped it. It was a crude error 
and the Army gave vent to a loud groan, which was further 
intensified when DeMott, who had gone down the field' under 
the kick like a runaway locomotive, fell on the ball before 
Mountford could recover it. 

This advantage was just what the Navy wanted, and the 
midshipmen lined up determined to score this time. Surles 
was done up and left the field in favor of Greble at this point. 
Douglas smashed through a hole between Weeks and Erwin 
for eleven yards. This placed the ball on the 14-yard line, 
and Reifsnider banged into the same vulnerable point for two 
more. With a sudden shift in tactics came a rattling quar- 
terback run by Lange, who skirted the Army’s right wing 
for ten yards, Smith again covering himself with glory by a 
timely tackle. With only two yards to go Douglas plunged 
into the fray, but the Army was fighting hard, and not a foot 
was gained. Reifsnider tried his luck, but dropped the ball. 
All hands scrambled for it and Lange got his hands on it. 

Still two yards from the goal line on the third down, the 
Navy completely fooled West Point by a delayed pass, which 
enabled Douglas to surge over the goal line for a touchdown. 

Then the Navy stand went wild. Old men and young fell 
into each other’s arms or danced around with blood-curdling 
yells; flags were waved frantically, while through it all the 
big Naval Academy band could be seen playing persistently 
on. ‘The Navy goat was dragged around in unconscious and 
reluctant triumph, and the big white mule and the little black 
bear that were the Army mascots looked on dejectedly from 
across the field. There was a temporary lull while Lange 
kicked a difficult goal and then pandemonium broke loose 
again for a while. 

From that time on the Navy showed admirable strategic 
skill. Without ever abating their fierce onslaught they took 
no long chances on risky plays. Douglas’s kicks were placed 
to perfection so that if the catcher was not downed in his 
tracks by Dague and DeMott, the Navy’s fatally swift ends, 


he was forced out of bounds before he could run it back, 


more than a few yards. The Navy defense was strong and 
few long gains were made against them. Forward passes 
lost nearly as often as they gained, and the Army was driven 
to meet Annapolis at its kicking game—a method of play 
which kept the ball in West Point’s territory the greater 
part of the time, until the end of the game. 

In the first half the Army had one more chance to score, 
when Weeks gathered in a blocked kick and started with a 
clear field for the Navy’s goal line. But Douglas nailed him 
from behind after only a short run. Lange’s try for a goal 
from the field just before the end of the half was blocked, 
but he recovered it quickly, and the half ended with the 
Navy's ball on West Point’s 15-yard line. 

Twice early in the second half the Navy threatened the 
Army goal; but each time when within their opponents’ 20- 
yard line they were penalized for uncompleted forward passes 
and their chance was gone. Once the soldiers carried things 
before them with a rush to the Navy's 20-yard line, but there 
the Navy held. Beavers dropped back to the 35-yard line 
for a goal from the field, but the leather went some yards 
wide. A little later Northcroft, on a fair catch on Army’s 
47-yard line, tried a goal from placement, but it was a dis- 
torted kick which went wide of the mark. From then until 
the end of the game honors were about even. 

In individual playing Douglas excelled conspicuously. On 
both the offensive and defensive he was consistently brilliant: 
while the wonderful sureness of his punts, both in distance 
and directicn, was undoubtedly the largest contributing factor 
to the Navy's success. Dague was also brilliant in running 
down punts and following the ball generally, and Slingluff, 
Lange and DeMott deserve more than ‘‘honorable mention.’’ 
For the Army, Beavers, Erwin, Weeks and Kern excelled.

The Navy team was royally welcomed by the midshipmen 
and Navy people generally when it returned to Annapolis on 
Sunday night.

There 
were three demonstrations at the Naval Academy, the greatest 
being the last, which occurred in front of Bancroft Hall, the 
midshipmen’s quarters. The other two were at the residences 
of Superintendent Badger and Commandant Benson. Both 
of these officers complimented the team very warmly on its 
splendid victory. 

At West Point, where the Army team arrived on Sunday 
afternoon, they were met by the entire battalion of cadets. 
Had the homecoming been that of a victorious rather than 3 
vanquished team the reception could not have been more en- 
thusiastic. As usual the next year’s football captain was 
elected on the train, and Cadet Wallace Philoon, the Army 
center, was chosen to lead the team next year. Philoon is a 
member of the second class and was appointed from the State 
of Maine. 

In an article selecting hypothetical ‘‘all-Eastern’’ first and 
second football teams, the New York Sun’s expert includes in 
the first team Dague, of Annapolis, as end, and Erwin, of 
West Point, as guard; in the second team Slingluff, of An- 
napolis, as center, and Douglas, of Annapolis, as halfback. 
Of their play he says: ‘‘Dague in the game Saturday gave 
the best exhibition of all around end play seen on the field 
this season. The play of Dague and his partner, DeMott, the 
kicking of Douglas and the Navy’s following of the ball were 
the classiest features of a game which in most other respects 
was not up to the big ‘college standard. Dague covers kicks 
remarkably well and is the best man in the East at preventing 
running them back. Dague shapes his course to the man 
making the catch with unerring judgment, being an expert at 
gauging the course of the kick. He seldom overruns, and 
barring a slight tendency to tackle high—no more so than any 
end has—he tackles with certainty and firmness. He is s0 
fast and sure that he thus.makes up for his lack of weight. 
He recovers onside kicks deftly, is very quick at falling on 
the ball and follows it closely. He is also a good defensive 
end in scrimmaging. Erwin covered more ground than any 
other guard. Time and again, no matter how strong his op 
posite, he broke through on defense and smeared a play by 
getting the runner or crowded him over toward the side lines 
for no gain. He tackles viciously and is an extremely diffi- 
eult man to block off. Douglas is a driving, determined run- 
ner, takes openings cleanly and is a capable defensive back. 
The Navy man is the best man among the backs at placing 
his punts, if his play against the Army is a fair sample. He 
is speedy and is equally serviceable at end running or line 
boring.’’

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


Members of the New York Stock Exchange who are or have 
been members of the National Guard or the Naval Militia 
have organized and adopted as a name the United Service 
Society, New York Stock Exchange. The new society already 
has 145 members, and has elected Major Oliver B. Bridgman, 
of Squadron A, chairman. The other officers are: Secretary, 
Capt. A. Rene de Russy, 12th Regt.; treasurer, Capt. Henry 
S. Sternberger, 224 Engrs.; advisory committee, Major H. K. 
Bird, formerly military secretary to Governor Odell; Lieut. 
Bayard Dominick, jr., 7th Regt., and Sergt. C. E. Knoblauch, 
formerly of the Ist Volunteer Cavalry. The society will hold 
a dinner in January next. The dues are $5, which includes 
the annual dinner. 

Officers and men of the New York National Guard, who were 
selected as escort to Governor Hughes on his visit to the James- 
town Exposition some weeks since, are getting somewhat anxious 
for tne pav due them. The delay is particularly hard on the 
officers, who had to make contracts for subsistence, etc., and 
advanced the money in some cases. Details from Squadron A 
and the 12th Regiment composed the escort. 

At the recent tournament of the Horse Show Association in 
Madison Square Garden, New York city, in addition to the 
prize winners, we mentioned in our last issue, page 323, Lieut. 
Frank B.. Barrett, of the 1st Battery, N.Y., won the first prize 
in the charger class, with his fine horse, Nabab, and Private 
Fink, of the same command, won the yellow ribbon in the cav- 
alry class with his horse, Queenie.

Governor Hughes, of New York, has accepted the invita- 
tion from Col. D. E. Austen to review the 13th Regiment, 
Coast Art:, on Saturday, Jan, 23, in its armory, Brooklyn. 

The National Guard of Michigan recently adopted a law 
for the payment of its men at drills. It says: ‘‘There shall 
be paid to each enlisted man for attendance and performance 
of duty at regular drills not to exceed forty drills in any one 
year, not to be of less than one and a half hours actual dura- 
tion, the following sums, viz.: All below the rank. of cor- 
poral, twenty cents; corporals, twenty-five cents; sergeants, 
thirty cents, and all enlisted men above the rank of sergeant, 
forty cents: and to each enlisted man qualifying as a marks- 
man shall be paid the additional sum of ten per cent., to each 
sharpshooter fifteen per cent., and to each expert rifleman 
twenty per cent. of the pay due his rank for attendance at regu- 
lar drills for the year succeeding that in which said qualifica- 
tions were made. Said amounts shall be due and payable on 
April 30 and October 31 each year. Any soldier absenting 
himself without a reasonable and satisfactory excuse from any 
regular drill, special drill, inspection, parade or target prac- 
tice, shall forfeit a sum equal to the amount to which he 
would have been entitled for attendance at a regular drill.’’ 

Brig. Gen. John G, Eddy, 2d N.Y. Brigade, has appointed 
Major Frederick J. J. Wood, surgeon of the 47th N.Y., to be 
brigade surgeon, and Ist Lieut. Walter J. Carlin, of Co. F, 
47th, has been appointed an aide-de-camp, with the rank of 
captain. :

First Sergt. Wilbour Kyle was unanimously elected second 
lieutenant of the Essex Troop, of New Jersey, Nov. 28, at an 
informal election held at their temporary quarters at East 
Orange. Sergeant Kyle is one of the leading shots of the 
state, and has been a member of the troop over ten years. 
The formal election will take place early in December. 

Colonel Duffy, of the 69th N.Y., in a report of the last 
tour of duty of his command at Peekskill, N.Y., says in part: 
‘*A special word should be said of the cordial friendship mani- 
fested by the 23d Regiment toward the 69th. The friendly 
feeling which prevailed was a source of great pleasure to the 
officers and enlisted men of the 69th Regiment, and made this 
the most enjoyable tour of service that the regiment has per- 
formed at the state camp. The physical condition of the en- 
listed men and their fitness for active service received the 
favorable commendation of Capt. Henry G. Lyon, U.S.A. -A 
daily school for the officers of both regiments was held in the 
unused mess hall by Captain Lyon; this instruction was of a 
sort not found in the books of regulations, and was extremely 
valuable. Friday, June 22, Captain Lyon gave a: school of 
special instruction for non-commissioned officers. The ser- 
vices of Captain Lyon were among the most pleasant and 
profitable features of the camp tour.’’ 

The 69th N.Y., under Colonel Duffy, had a very successful 
regimental drill last week in the armory and with a large at- 
tendance. This so close to Thanksgiving Day, demonstrated an 
interest of the men in military work, that is very satisfactory. 
Several reviews will be held during the season. 

Before the State of New York can comply with the terms of 
G.O. 222, D., 1907, prescribing the organization for the 
militia necessary under the terms of the Dick bill, the State 
Legislature will have to authorize the change. A bill will, ac- 
cordingly, be prepared meeting practically all the changes re- 
quired in the order, which appeared in our issue of Nov. 16 last, 
page 271. 

The 9th N.Y., Col. William F. Morris, in an official report 
on its last annual inspection, has received exceptionally high 
praise for its showing. The following is an extract from the 
report: ‘General appearance, military bearing, discipline, cour- 
tesy, instruction and efficiency shown by the inspection has im- 
proved over last year, and the regiment has made a gain of 
eighty in strength, D is an excellent company, and all the 
rest except F, G and I have improved over last year. The 
regiment has increased in steadiness, soldierty appearance and 
personnel. Uniforms clean. Inspection of company locker 
rooms shows painstaking and care of public property. This 
command shows a greater efficiency each year, the result of at- 
tention to detail and conscientious, careful and painstaking work 
by the commanding officer. It now ranks among the best. 


Most of the criticism of last year is eliminated.’ Colonel 
Morris has decided to have a review in the armory on Wed- 
nesday night, Dee. 18. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 

An interestine and instructive pamphlet has been issued giv- 
ing the special report of Gen. C. B. Dougherty, 3d Brigade, Pa., 
relative to the maneuvers of that command in July last at 
Mount Gretna, accompanying:the report of the chief umpire, 
Capt. Charles D. Rhodes, 6th U.S. Cav., on the maneuver 
problem. The reports of Lieut. Roger S. Fitch, 1st Cav.; 
Lieut. L. S. Morey, 12th Cav.; Lieut. George C. Marshall, 
30th Inf., and Lieut. H. C. Hodges, 1st Cav., also on duty, 
are given. Errors are pointed out very clearly, and praise 
given where deserved. In closing his report General Dough- 
erty says: k 

‘One of the most important lessons to be learned in the 
maneuvers is the necessity of study and instruction, and a 
part of the education of officers and men is the drafting and 
issuing of orders, and the forwarding of reports in the field. 
This is one of the most important lessons to be taught, and 
the significance of it has made it almost a special art. Drill, 
discipline and superiority of numbers, without the special art 
of obtaining and disseminating information in the presence 
of the enemy, might count for nothing against an enemy 
whose commander has so organized his opportunities of obtain- 
ing information, the possession of which might change the 
course or turn the tide of battle. The examples of the in- 
formation obtained, as shown by Captain Rhodes in his_re- 
port, for a first attempt upon the part of officers and men, 
was very commendable. This is one of the most important 
elements of warfare, and an essential requisite of the educa- 
tion of both officers and enlisted men. 

‘‘In concluding this report I desire to express my gratifica- 
tion and pleasure of having had with us the officers of the 


Army, above mentioned, Their hearty co-operation and in- 
terest in the instruction and maneuvers was of very great 
benefit. I desire also to express my thanks to the officers of 


the brigade for their co-operation and interest in the maneuv- 
ers; as well also to the Adjutant General for his assistance, 
and the interest evinced by him on the subject of the ma- 
neuvers.”’ 

During the recent annual convention of the National Guard 
Association of Pennsylvania in Wilkes-Barre, the wearing of 
the uniform of the Army by any but Regular troops and the 
militia of the various states was condemned and a resolution 
calling upon Congress and the State Legislature to pass laws 
forbidding its use by any but these two bodies of men was 
adopted unanimously. Gen. C. B. Dougherty, the presiding 
officer, said young men were induced to join the se >i-military 
organizations with the mistaken notion that they would get 
the same training as a soldier in the militia, whereas they do 
not. If these companies were forbidden the use of the uni- 
form he believed many young men would join the militia. 

General Huling’s resolution asking the Legislature to pro- 
vide $150,000 a year for paying militiamen for attending drills 
was referred to the code committee to draft as a law. It 
provides for the payment of fifty cents for attending two 
drills a month, $1.25 for attending three, and $2.50 for four. 
Adjutant General Stewart reported that efforts to establish a 
signal corps and an engineer corps in connection with the 
state militia are progressing. Col. Albert J. Logan, of Pitts- 
burg, the State Commissary General, read a paper upon the 
work of the State Armory Board; Major Lawson M. Fuller, 
Ord. Dept., U.S.A., described the new Springfield United 
States rifle, and Major George O. Squiers, U.S.A., spoke on 
maintaining communications in the field. Capt. Charles D. 
Rhodes, 6th U.S. Cav., spoke of small maneuvers for the 
National Guard. He held that no National Guard organization 
should be permitted to participate in state maneuvers until 
declared proficient by the Inspector General of the state in the 
normal formations of the drill book. ‘‘Adapt the maneuvers 
or tactical problems,’’ he said, ‘‘to the experience and pre- 
vious instruction of the troops, and let them be progressive 
in character.’’ Special stress on the necessity of having pure 
water at the encampments of the state militia was made by 
Adjutant General Stewart and Gen. C. B. Dougherty. Colonel 
Weaver, Surgeon General of the State Guard, read a paper on 
‘‘Tdeal Camp Sanitation.’ Major Ralph W. Montileus, sur- 
geon of the 8th Regiment, read a paper on ‘‘Kitchen Incinera- 
tion.’’ General Stewart made the announcement that ar- 
rangements have been made whereby the National Guard of 
Pennsylvania will be furnished with dress coats and breast 
cords similar to those of the United States Army, without any 


cost to the annual. allowance for company uniforms. Over 
one hundred officers attended the convention.

tenant colonel and judge advocate; Alfred S. Frost, Chicago, 
lieutenant colonel and I.G.; Leo Wampold, Chicago, lieutenant 
colonel and chief Q.M.; Levin D. Gass, Danville, lieutenant 
colonel and C.C.; Hiram C. Castor, Chicago, captain of artil- 
lery and A.D.C.; Lee A. McCalla, Chicago, captain of cavalry 
and A.D.C. 

Of the officers named above General Young is a graduate of 
West Point, class of '87, and assigned to the 18th Infantry, 
but resigned the same year, and is now a leading merchant of 
Chicago. General Young has been identified with the National 
Guard of Illinois for many years, and in 1898 he organized the 
cavalry squadron, of which he was then the commander, into a 
full cavalry regiment of volunteers and went out as its colonel. 
He was appointed brigadier general, I.N.G., in May, 1906, and 
major general, Nov. 5, 1907, commanding the division. 

Colonel Greene, adjutant general of the division, graduated 
from West Point in 1878, served twenty years in the 7th U.S. 
Infantry, and is now captain, retired. 

Lieutenant Colonel Frost is also a retired officer of the U.S. 
Army, he having entered the Army in 1881. His regular serv- 
ice was in the 25th Infantry. In 1898 he went out as colonel 
of the South Dakota regiment, and served in many engagements 
in the Philippines. 

Lieutenant Colonel Strong is a business man of Chicago, and 
saw service in Cuba in the 3d Engineers, U.S.V. The other 
officers named have also had a considerable military experience 
in the volunteers and State troops. 

It is the ambition of the Illinois Guard to be second to none 
among State troops and the experience of the men at the head 
of the organization should go far towards attaining that end.

W. B.—A retired soldier can live abroad and draw his pay 
and allowances. He must first get a leave, however, from the 
War Department, but there is no trouble about this. A num- 
ber of retired officers and men live abroad. 

J. M. N.—Write to the office of the Paymaster General of 
the Navy, Washington, D.C., for a copy of the circular giving 
information as to the examination of persons for appointment 
in the Pay Corps of the Navy. 

W. C. asks: Whether or not compound interest is paid by 
the U.S. on deposits of enlisted men with a paymaster. An- 
swer: Par. 1393, Army Regulations, states that interest will 
be paid on soldiers deposits at the rate of four per cent. per 
annum to date of discharge. 

INTERESTED.—Write to the Commi 
Washington, D.C., for information as, to pensions. 

J. A. T. asks: (1) Will there be an examination next year 
for the grade of sergeant, first class, Hospital Corps, U.S.A.? 
(2) Can a soldier while on furlough purchase his discharge 
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without reporting back to his proper station? Answer: (1) 
Probably. (2) We know of no regulations forbidding it. Ap 
plication is made through the commanding officer. 

RETIRED SOLDER asks: I was retired as a sergeant of 
marines in 1901. I have seven discharges endorsed ‘‘ex- 


cellent,”’ but have not received a good conduct medal, as I 
did not ask for one. Am I entitled to the same now? If so, 
to whom would I apply? Answer: You are entitled to a 


medal if there is nothing against your record. Apply to the 
Commandant, U.S.M.C., Washington, D.C. Your application 
will be referred to a special board for consideration. 

F. E. W. asks: (1) Is there any prospect of a Q.M. Service 
Corps being authorized by Congress at its next session? (2) 
If so, what would be the pay and allowances of mechanics? 
Answer: (1) Not much. (2) The last bill proposed the same 
pay and allowances as the Engineer Corps; the highest rate 
would be $34 a month. 

G. W. T. asks: Is service in the Philippines Division con- 
sidered double time in the case of a soldier who desires to 
enjer the Soldiers’ Home at Washington at the termination 
of twenty years’ service? Answer: No; for all information as 
to entering Soldiers’ Home address the Governor of that in- 
stitution, Washington, D.C. 

BOATSWAIN asks: What is the standing of mates in the 
naval service under the present ruling of the Department? 
Are they entitled to wear the same uniform as an officer and 
mess with them as they have been in the habit of doing the 
past forty years? Answer: This matter is now under con- 
sideration in the Bureau of Navigation, and a decision will be 
shortly rendered. 

FIRST SERGT., 12TH CAYV., asks: Is an enlisted man en- 
titled to double time en route to the Philippines from San 
Francisco, or does his double time count from the date of his 
arrival in Manila, P.I. (the same to apply en route to the 
U.S. from Manila)? Answer: The law says ‘‘actual service 
in.’’ Double time counts only after arrival in Philippines, 
and ceases with departure for the United States. 

HOSPITAL STEWARD asks: (1) What is the relative (or 
order of) rank of sergeant, first class, Hospital Corps, with 
that of regimental sergeant major, commissary or quarter- 
master sergeants? (2) Do sergeants of Hospital Corps wear 
sword or saber? Answer: (1) G.O. 139, W.D., June 24, 1907, 
places sergeant, first class, Hospital-Corps, immediately after 
post quartermaster sergeant. Apply to the Adjutant General 
of the Army for a copy of this order. (2) A sergeant of Hos- 
pital Corps does not carry saber or sword, but a Hospital. 
Corps knife. 

N. H. asks: In case of a war, and there were not sufficient 
volunteers to fill the quota authorized, if the President of the 
United States could order men to be drafted into service, as was 
done in the Civil War? Answer: There is no present authority 
to draft men into the military service, except as it is found in 
Sec. 1625 and 1642, Rev. Stat., which says: 1625. ‘‘Every 
able-bodied male citizen of the respective states, resident therein, 
who is of the age of eighteen years, and under the age of 
forty-five years, shall be enrolled in the militia. Sec. 1642. 
Whenever the United States are invaded, or are in imminent 
danger of invasion from any.foreign nation or Indian tribe, or 
of rebellion against the authority of the Government of the 
United States, it shall be lawful for the President to call forth 
such number of the militia of the State or States, most con 
venient to the place of danger, or scene of action, as he may 
deem necessary to repel such invasion, or to suppress sueh rebel-- 
lion, and to issue his orders for that purpose to such officers of 
the militia as he may think proper.’’ 

J. R. S. asks: (1) When will the Marine Corps be fur- 
nished with the new rifle? (2) Will the olive-drab uniform 
or any part of it be adopted by the Marine Corps? (3) When 
will the next detachment of marines go to the Philippines? 
Answer: (1) As soon as Congress authorizes the purchase of 
them, probably about July, 1908. (2) There is no intention 
at present of adopting it. (3) About February, 1908. 

W. H. H. asks: If an enlisted man is transferred from a 
sea-going ship to a receivingship and has less than thirty 
days to serve on his current enlistment, is he forced to draw 
clothing, providing he has sufficient to keep clean and in the 
uniform of the day at all times? Answer: This is a matter 
wholly in the discretion of the commanding officer. 

R. M. J. asks: Section 17, of the Naval Personnel bill of 
March 3, 1899, reads as follows: ‘‘ * * * Provided, That if 
said enlisted man had active service in the Navy, or in the 
Army or Marine Corps, either as Volunteer or Regular, dur- 
ing the Civil War, such war service shall be computed as 
double time in computing the thirty years necessary to en- 
title him to be retired. * * *’’ Will you please state why 
marines are not allowed this double time for war service? 
Answer: By. Par. 998, Navy Regulations, enlisted men of 
the Marine Corps are retired under Army Regulations. Par. 
133, of Army Regulations requires ‘‘active service in the 
field’’ to be counted double for retirement. If your war. ser- 
vice was afloat it will not count double. 

A. H. B. asks: (1) What regiment of Infantry will prob- 
ably relieve the 25th, 26th, 29th and 30th Regiments, now in 
the Philippines? (2) What regiments relieved the 13th and 
15th Regiments which have just sailed? (3) What regiments 
will relieve the 5th, 11th, 17th, 27th and 28th Regiments, now 
in Cuba? Answer: (1) This has not been determined yet. 
(2) The 15th and 138th Infantry were relieved by the 29th 
and 18th. (3) The last Infantry regiment scheduled for the 
Philippines was the 7th, to relieve the 8th Infantry, due to 
return to the United States in March, 1908. 

A. C. S.—You can re-enlist at any post or recruiting office, 
and could probably arrange to be assigned to a regiment going 
to the Philippines. Such requests are usually complied with 
when possible. Why not consult your C.0.? 

X. X. asks: Why do sailors wear trousers with such wide- 
bottoms—that is, such wide ones around the feet? Answer:
